Survivor gets Sh652m for HIV infection 



He

A survivor of 1998 bomb blast will 
get SI1652.5 million ($7.5 million) 
as damages after he contracted HIV 
while trying to rescue victims of the ter- 
rorists attack. 

William Maina was digging through the 
rubble of the US Embassy, that had been 
blown apart by the terrorist bomb. 

He testified before a US court that he 
was working off-site at the Embassy dur- 
ing the blast and rushed to the site of the 
bombing to help with the rescue. 

It is while helping the victims that he 
suffered cuts and scratches that exposed 
him to blood from one of them. 

Mr Maina was later diagnosed with the 
HIV virus that causes Aids. He provided 
evidence before court proving that he did 
not contract the disease elsewhere. 

Sh435m 

The amount awarded to each victim 
who suffered severe physical injuries, 
such as fractures or soft-tissue wounds 

“Although he otherwise suffered only 
minor physical injuries during the recov- 
ery efforts, HIV is a chronic, serious and 
stigmatising disease requiring a lifetime 
of treatment,” the US Judge John Bates 
observed in his ruling. 

The survivor was awarded the cash 
alongside his other litigant, Ms Jael Oyoo. 
Ms Oyoo was pulled out of the rubble by 
rescuers who thought she was dead. 

She suffered burns on her body and 
an injury to the right eye that severely 
impaired her vision. She spent two years 
in hospital. 

The two are among other survivors of 
US Embassy bomb blast who will be com- 
pensated after suffering injuries during the 
attack. However not all victims would get

the compensation. 

It is only those who worked for the 
US Embassy together with employees of 
a construction firm that Mr Maina was 
working for. The firm had been hired by 
the embassy for some work. 

Those who lost their spouses will get 
as much as SI1696 million ($8 million) in 
compensation. Others will pocket SI1609 
million ($7 million ). 

In his ruling, Mr Bates has awarded 
Sh435 million ($5 million) each to victims 
who suffered severe physical injuries such 
as fractures, soft tissue wounds and scars 
from shrapnel together with severe psy- 
chological trauma. “Where physical and 
psychological pain is more severe - such 
as where victims suffered relatively more 
numerous and severe injuries and partially 
lost their vision and hearing or were mis- 



taken for the dead - courts have awarded 
upwards of $7 million (approximately 
Sh609 million) and above,” Mr Bates 
says in a ruling in a case filed by Milly 
Mikali and others. 

They had sued the Republic of Sudan 
for the terrorists attack. 

Giving a breakdown, the judge ruled 
that where victims suffered emotional 
injury accompanied by minor physical 
injuries be paid between Shi 30 million 
to Sh26l million. 

But those who endured pain for several 
hours would receive damages ranging from 
Sh87 million. 

If the victim’s period of pain is less, the 
victim would receive less money. 

For instance those who suffered pain 
for 10 minutes would only receive SI143 
million, Mr Bates clarified. 



Victims who lost their parents in the 
attack will get SI1435 million while those 
who lost their siblings are to receive Sh2l7 
million. 

Families of injured victims were not 
left out. 

A spouse will carry home SI1348 million 
for the damages a wife or husband suffered 
while a parent is set to get SI1217 million 
for his or her injured child. 

Loss of a brother or sister in the attack 
entitles one to Shi 08 million. 

Different courts in the District of Co- 
lombia however differed on the proper 
award a child is supposed to get for an 
injured parent. 

One court awarded such a child SI1217 
million while another one settled for Shlo8 
million. But the children whose parents 
died in the attack got SI1609 million. 
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1998 blast victims to 
be paid Sh 600 m each

Joash Okindo is among 
several Kenyans who will be 
compensated after a US court 
last week released guidelines 
for payment of victims of the 
1998 Nairobi bombing. 

According to the ruling by 
United States District judge 
John D. Bates in a case filed by 
Ms Winfred Wairimu Wamae, 
Mr Okindo spent about eight 
months in hospital after suffer- 
ing a skull fracture. He was in 
a coma for the first month. 

He also sustained shrapnel 
injures on the back, legs and 
hands in the blast at the United 
States Embassy. 

Mr Okindo is among plain- 
tiffs who also suffered severe 
emotional injuries and have 
been awarded between $7 
million (Sh609 million) and 
$8 million (SI1696 million). 

Another victim, Mr Michael 
Toma, sustained cuts from 
shrapnels. 

He also suffered internal 
bleeding in his urinary sys- 
tem and a deflated left lung. 



His right eardrum was perma- 
nently damaged. 

Mr Toma and other victims 
who experienced similar pain 
have been awarded $7.5 million 
(Sh653 million) in compensa- 
tion. 

Mr Moses Kinyua, who was 
injured during the explosion, 
is in the same category. 

According to court records, 
Mr Kinyua was in a coma for 
three weeks after his skull was 
crushed and jaw fractured. He 
also lost his left eye. 

Brain damage 

“The head trauma resulted in 
brain damage and he spent over 
six months in hospital.” 

In his ruling, the judge said 
the amounts were only guide- 
lines and not rules. 

“In the interest of fairness 
and to account for difficulty in 
assessing the relative severity 
of each family member’s suffer- 
ing, the court will depart from 
those guidelines only for a few 
plaintiffs for whom the special 
master’s report is particularly 
convincing,” said the judge.

I nvestigations to establish 
how thousands of acres of 
public land were allocated 
in Lamu county have kicked 
off with CID boss Ndegwa 
Muhoro ordering directors of 
the companies linked to the 
suspect allocations to record 
statements. 

Mr Muhoro, who heads the 
Directorate of Criminal In- 
vestigations, announced from 
Mombasa that investigations 
into the contentious alloca- 
tions of more than 500,000 
acres would be carried out 
jointly by the CID and the 
Ethics and Anti- Corruption 
Commission. 

He spoke at a press confer- 
ence at the Aga Khan High 
School in Mombasa where he 
had gone to assess the security 
situation at this year’s Kenya 
Schools and Colleges National 
Music Festival. 

Earlier, Lands Cabinet Sec- 
retary Charity Ngilu said the 
investigations had started and 
the government would stop at 
nothing to revoke title deeds that 
were irregularly given out. 

“We will not look back. We 
are very serious on this mat- 
ter,” Mrs Ngilu told the Nation 
on Tuesday evening at the end 
of a two-day visit of her minis- 
try’s offices in Mombasa, Kwale 
and Kilifi counties. While there, 
she held meetings with officials 
from the ministry as well as 
governors from the counties 
as she sought to streamline 
registries and land allocations 
in the region. 

Yesterday, former Lands 
Commissioner Zablon Ma- 
beya maintained that proper 
procedures were followed in 
allocating the thousands of 
acres in Lamu. 



Speaking for the first time 
since President Kenyatta or- 
dered the cancellation of titles 
to the disputed land last week, 
Mr Mabeya said that about 
3,200 acres, which form part 
of the Lamu Port and South 
Sudan Transport Corridor 
(Lapsset), had initially been 
allocated to Mat International 
by the then Lands minister 
Kivutha Kibwana. 

Following protests from the 
local communities, who said 
that they had been sidelined 
when the land was allocated to 
outsiders, the property reverted 
to the Lamu County Council 
which determined who was to 
be allocated land. The recom- 
mendations that the council 
made to the Government were 
then approved by Mr James 
Orengo when he was the min- 
ister for Lands. 

Mrs Ngilu said in Kilifi on 
Tuesday that Mr Orengo — now 
the ODM senator for Siaya — 



had questions to answer since 
he was the minister when the 
controversial allocations were 
approved. She said the alloca- 
tions were effected between 
March and November 2012. 

“In that period, he was in 
charge so he may be in a better 
position to say what happened 
in Lamu,” Mrs Ngilu said. 

According to her, some of 
the beneficiaries were yet to 
be identified. 

“It has become extremely 
difficult to identify some of the 
owners of the companies who 
own land in Lamu County. This 
means that some of the acquir- 
ing processes might have been 
illegal. That is what is the sub- 
ject of investigations,” she said 
and also challenged Mr Orengo 
to release the dossier he claims 
to have on land grabbing. 

“If he has the dossier he 
believes has the names of 
prominent people who grabbed 
public land, let him come out 



and release it. 

“But let me remind him that 
he was in charge of the minis- 
try for some years. Why did he 
not release it at that time? Why 
should you wait until you are 
mentioned and then you say 
that you have this and that?” 
she asked. 

Mrs Ngilu said that the Gov- 
ernment would live by its pledge 
to recover all illegally acquired 
land without minding the status 
of the person or the company 
that owned the land. 

“What we are doing is to 
repossess all land that was il- 
legal acquired. We don’t want to 
know whether the person or the 
company concerned is owned by 
an influential person or not. The 
policy of the Jubilee government 
is to bring back the land to the 
people,” she said. 

Yesterday, Mrs Ngilu was ex- 
pected to hold a meeting with 
Lamu Governor Issa Timamy 
in her Nairobi office.

Only the Land Commission has 
powers to initiate investigations into 
grabbing of property in Lamu, its 
chairman said yesterday. 

Speaking in Kilifi yesterday Dr 
Mohamed Swazuri (below) said the 
commission could so either on its own 
or after receiving a complaint from 
the national or county governments, 
individuals or a community. 

He was responding to journalists 
who had asked him whether President 
Kenyatta’s directive to revoke titles 
for 500,000 acres in Lamu County 
was legal. 




“To us, this is a complaint we re- 
ceived from the national government 
represented by the President. Earlier 
on, the Lamu county government had 
also complained about allocations,” 
he said. 

He urged anyone mentioned in 
a list of those who had been irregu- 
larly allocated land to submit relevant 
documents to the commission for in- 
vestigations in 15 days. 

“After hearing the parties, the com- 
mission will rule,” he said. 

Titles that were irregularly acquired 
will be revoked. 

However, those with bonafide titles 
will be spared. 

The commission also announced 
yesterday that it will camp in Lamu 
for a month to regularise Swahili 
villages and give them title deeds. 

The project will cost Sh820,000, 
Dr Swazuri added. 

The process wil also benefit 
Mapenya, Ndambwe, Mkunumbi, 
Pangani and Kiongwe and starts on 
Monday.

secure, not just Kenya, but the 
world,” he told Mr Richard Quest, 
the host of CNN’s popular show 
‘Quest Means Business’ which 
airs once a week. “We recognise 
that security is key in ensuring 
long-term stability and invest- 
ment,” said Mr Kenyatta. 

The interview was aired two 
days ahead of the 16th anniver- 
sary of the August 7, 1998, US 
embassy bombing in Nairobi dur- 
ing which more than 250 people 
were killed and over 5,000 others 
injured when terrorists rammed 
explosive-laden vehicles in the US 
embassy at the junction of Moi 
and Haile Sellasie avenues. 

The attack was carried out 
simultaneously with a similar 
one against the US embassy in 
Dar-es-Salaam. A US court re- 
cently ruled that embassy staff 
who were injured and relatives 
of employees who died will be 
compensated. 

President Kenyatta noted that 
when the US was attacked by 
terrorists in September 2001, 
the whole world rallied behind the 
country. “This is what we would 
like to see in East Africa.” 

Asked whether Kenya felt “a bit 
alone” in the war on terror, the 
President said Kenyan forces were 
in Somalia together with troops 
from other nations but “we would 
like to see the world rally behind 



us and fully support our mission 
in Somalia so that our forces 
can expand their operations and 
reduce the area of Al-Shabaab’s 
operation”. 

He said the travel advisories 
issued by some Western coun- 
tries against Kenya were not 
only hurting the country but the 
whole world. 

“They don’t help in defeating 
these terrorists. If anything, 



they encourage and strengthen 
them.” 

Earlier in the year, the United 
States and the United Kingdom, 
issued several travel advisories 
warning their citizens against 
travelling to Kenya after a series 
of grenade attacks in Nairobi and 
parts of the Coast. The advisories 
hurt Kenya’s tourist arrivals. 

“We feel that the world is not 
doing enough to support us,” said 



Mr Kenyatta. And in Nairobi, Ken- 
yans who were injured and those 
whose relatives were killed in the 
1998 bombing said they would 
move to court after they were 
left out the recent compensation 
which was restricted to embassy 
staff and US citizens. 

The Sh650 billion compen- 
sation was awarded by the US 
District Courts in Colombia in a 
ruling stating that only a section 



of the victims and their families 
would be paid for the damages 
they suffered during the attack. 

Workers of a firm that was 
engaged in construction work 
at the embassy will also be com- 
pensated. 

“We are waiting to hear from 
the government so that we can 
know its stand concerning our 
case before we decide what legal 
steps to take,” the chairman of 
Bomb Blast 1998 lobby group, Mr 
George Ngigi, told the Nation in 
a telephone interview. 

Commemorate 

The group expects the Govern- 
ment to send a representative 
when they gather at the Bomb 
Blast Memorial Park in Nairobi to 
commemorate 16 years since the 
attack, the worst in Kenya. 

“We have been sending several 
communications to the govern- 
ment and it is only recently we 
were told to wait after a decision 
is made on the way forward in our 
case by the legal department at 
the Office of the President,” Mr 
Ngigi said. 

He said that through their law- 
yers, they would decide whether 
to sue Kenya or the US. 

Members of the lobby group 
had engaged lawyers from the 
US in 2000 who then filed a 
case in a US court. However, it 
was not clear how far the case 
had progressed. 



Obama salutes 
Kenyan-born 
factory owner

US President Barack Obama 
on Tuesday cited a Kenya-born 
entrepreneur as an example of 
win-win trade between his coun- 
try and Africa. 

Ms Kusum Kavia, originally a 
Kenyan of Indian descent, emi- 
grated to the US in the 1980s. 

She and her husband, Mukund 
Kavia, also bom in Kenya, launched 
a power generator manufacturing 
firm in California in 1989. 

The company, Combustion Asso- 
ciates, started exporting generators 
to Benin, Mr Obama told a business 
forum held as part of the US-Africa 
summit. 

Win-win situation 

“It was a win-win situation for 
everybody. It was a win for the 
company’s suppliers in Texas, 
Ohio and New York, and a win 
for Benin and its people.” 

A US government agency helped 
Ms Kavia launch her business and 
she hopes to expand her company 
through the Power Africa initiative, 
Mr Obama said. 

Kenya is one of six countries cho- 
sen to take part in the programme 
that aims to bring electricity to 
20 million more Africans in five 
years. 

Also announced at Tuesday’s 
business forum was a $250 million 
(Sh2l billion) US investment war- 
ranty to support the construction 
of the Lake Turkana wind project, 
the largest in Africa. 



Military changes 
will be fair: Uhuru

The Chief of Defence 
Forces will retire next 
year, setting the stage for 
changes in the military. 

President Uhuru Keny- 
atta said once Gen Julius 
Karangi exits the stage, 
the government would not 
interfere with the changes 
in the military. 

“Next year, Gen Karangi 
will retire and there will be 
a new CDF in accordance 
with the military procedures 
which I have no intention of 
inferring with. We want the 
military to remain profes- 
sional,” he said. 

Mr Kenyatta said eth- 
nicity would not take 
centre-stage in 
selecting the new 
military boss, 
adding that 
the change 
of guard 
in the 
armed 
forces 
was 
always 
done 
profes- 
sionally 



according to laid down 
procedures without any 
interference from the 
presidency or ethnic con- 
siderations. 

“There is a very clear 
way and manner in which 
those issues are handled 
from the Defence Council 
and so on.” 

The recent shake-up in 
the military hierarchy saw 
the retirement of Kenya Air 
Force boss Jeff Otieno, who 
was replaced by Maj-Gen 
Samuel Ng’ang’a Thuita 
with critics reading ethnic- 
ity in the move. There were 
many other changes too. 

“We don’t bring issues of 
ethnicity in our military. We 
follow the laid down pro- 
cedures,” said Mr Kenyatta 
during an exclusive inter- 
view with NTV just before 

he left for the US-Africa 
Leaders’ Summit in 
Washington DC. 

On the KDF in- 
cursion in Somalia, 
the President said 
the soldiers would 
remain there until 
the country was 
pacified and the 
Al-Shabaab militia 
annihilated. 

He said the rea- 
sons for send 
the soldiers 
to Somalia 
were justi- 
fied.

Mr Lengoiboni spoke a day after 
Public Service head Joseph Kinyua 
ordered an audit to establish the 
number of teachers aged 60 and 
above still in service. He also wanted 
to know why the teachers’ contracts 
were extended. 

The extension was in violation of 
a directive he issued on February 14 
to all principal secretaries and other 



accounting officers to retire people 
who had reached 60 years. 

Kenya National Union of Teachers 
secretary-general Wilson Sossion has 
since also called for the immediate 
cancellation of the contracts. 

But yesterday, Mr Lengoiboni said 
the extensions were based on valid 
reasons such teachers gave the com- 
mission while applying. 

“Teachers have individual circum- 



stances for requesting extensions; 
some are good performers and even 
sponsors or parents want them re- 
tained,” he said. 

Others such as fine arts teachers 
have special skills and replacements 
are not easy to recruit, he added. 

“I do not think it is illegal to give 
someone a contract if he has some- 
thing to offer,” said Mr Lengoiboni. 

He added that they also consider 



extending terms of 
service for some teachers who head 
institutions in hardship areas which 
lack teachers. 

He said the commission has ad- 
dressed the issue of exceptionally 
talented teachers and would be 
identifying successors and start 
grooming them a year in advance 
for take-over.

Matatu rules are 
illegal, says House

The rules for public serv- 
ice vehicles introduced by 
the government in March 
are illegal, a parliamentary 
committee said yesterday. 

The Select Committee 
on Delegated Legislation 
recommended that the 
National Transport and 
Safety Authority Regula- 
tions on the Operation of 
PSVs be annulled. 

In a report tabled in Par- 
liament, the committee said 
the regulations contravened 
the Constitution, the Em- 
ployment Act and standing 
orders. 

The committee faulted 
the regulations for extend- 
ing criminal liability to the 
owner of a PSV for actions 
by a driver or conductor. 

“Rules of natural justice 
require that a person be 
individually responsible 




for any criminal acts they 
commit,” the report said. 

NTSA is also criticised 
for contravening the Em- 
ployment Act by stating 
how PSV crews ought to 
be paid. 

If the House agrees and 
adopts the report, NTSA 
will have to submit a fresh 
set of regulations. 

The regulations stipulate 
that all PSVs should belong 
to a sacco with at least 30 
vehicles, have speed limit- 
ers and register all their 
staff with the National 
Hospital Insurance Fund 
and the National Social 
Security Fund. 

NTSA started imple- 
menting the regulations 
in April. 

On March 26, Speaker 
Justin Muturi ruled that 
the committee could only 
report back to the House 
if it wanted part or all the 
regulations annulled. 

“Upon completion of the 
scrutiny, there is no con- 
templation of any motion 
for approval or amendment 
of the statutory instrument 
except for annulment where 
the committee has recom- 
mended so,” said Mr Muturi 
(above). 

According to the report, 
there was no explanatory 
memo attached to the 
regulations, contrary to 
the law.

Medical institute 
rejects State agency, 
saying it has right 
to pick its students

T he fate of about 24,000 
people seeking to 
train at medical col- 
leges hangs in the balance 
after their selection hit an 
obstacle. 

The Kenya Medical 
Training Colleges (KMTC) 
suddenly withdrew from the 
government agency process- 
ing admissions. 

KMTC board chairman 
Philip Kaloki (right) said the 
institution had pulled out of 
the Kenya Universities and 
Colleges Placement Board 
(KUCPB) after realising that 
it had no mandate to select 
applicants for colleges affili- 
ated to other ministries. 

The KMTC is affiliated to 
the Health ministry while the 
KUCPB falls under the Educa- 
tion docket. 

Prof Kaloki said the KMTC 
would conduct its own selec-

tions. The announcement 
caught KUCPB by surprise, 
with chief executive John Mu- 
raguri saying he was unaware 
of the decision. 

Prof Kaloki told the Nation 
that a full board meeting at 
the KMTC headquarters in 
Nairobi yesterday resolved 
that the selections would be 
done by its own academic 
board. 



“We have mandated the ac- 
ademic board to fast-track the 
selection since applicants are 
expected to join colleges by 
the first week of September. 

“The KMTC Act empowers 
this board to carry out the 
admissions and that is why 
we resolved that it should 
continue carrying out its 
mandate,” Prof Kaloki said. 

“We will communicate this 
decision to applicants and the 
public so that everyone is 
aware of the development,” he 
said, adding that the KUCPB) 
had been notified of the new 
development. 

The KMTC courses 
— nursing, clinical medicine, 
pharmaceutical technology 
and physiotherapy, among 
others — are in great de- 
mand. 

There are 38 medical train- 
ing colleges in 30 counties 
countrywide. 

Graduates are absorbed into 
public, private and faith-based 
hospitals while many others 
seek employment outside the 
country. 

Diploma students enrolled 
in the regular programme pay 
Sh55,000 fees per year while 
self-sponsored ones pay 
Sh95,000 per year.

MPs say new 
law will spur 
development 
at grassroots

MPs yesterday said by passing 
legislation giving them oversight 
on CDF cash, they were not du- 
plicating county governments’ 
roles. 

The MPs told a court that their 
goal was to ensure development 
reached the people at the grass- 
roots. 

Through their lawyer Anthony 
Njoroge, they said they incor- 
porated the views of the public 
which were then summarised to 
come up with a law that was in 
the spirit of improving the life of 
every Kenyan. 

Public ignored 

“The public view was that CDF is 
still relevant. They only had issues 
with management of the Fund, a 
fear confirmed by challenges en- 
countered before the introduction 
of the measures,” he said. 

The MPs were responding to a 
suit in which two civil society or- 
ganisations have sued Parliament 
over the law giving them authority 
in management of CDF money. 

The Institute of Social Ac- 
countability and the Centre for 
Enhancing Democracy and Good 
Governance want the entire CDF 
Act quashed. 

They want the role of develop- 
ment projects returned to counties 
because “they are mandated by 
the Constitution to undertake 
growth plans on behalf of the 
government”. 

“There was no opportunity to 
participate accorded to the public. 
The public was not informed in 
advance about the Bill,” the socie- 
ties’ said.

G overnors have won the health 
devolution legal battle against 
nurses and doctors. 

High Court judge Isaac Lenaola 
yesterday dismissed a case challeng- 
ing the decision by the Transition 
Authority, Attorney-General and 
Council of Governors to devolve 
health services. 

A similar case had earlier been 
dismissed by the High Court. Health 
professionals had put their hope in the 
new suit by activists Okiya Omtatah 
and Wycliffe Nyakina Gisebe.

Justice Lenaola declined to quash 
the legal notice authorising devolu- 
tion of health services, saying the case 
involved policies which the court had 
no powers to formulate. 

The activists had argued that hos- 
pitals were structured in a way that 
devolution would interfere with dif- 
ferentiating national referral health 
facilities and county ones. 

They also said the land on which 
referral hospitals stand belongs to 



the National Government and it 
could not simply become county 
property. 

The judge said the two were bas- 
ing their claims on speculation. 
“The court has no mandate to name 
facilities, therefore I cannot quash 
the gazette notice on speculation, 
especially on salary issues or terms 
of services. There are no proper facts 
to determine whether the Transition 
Authority and AG acted in excess of 
their powers in issuing the notice,” 
said Justice Lenaola. 

He, however, said his ruling was not 
final as Parliament was addressing the 
issue and directed Mr Omtatah, Mr 
Gisebe and interested parties to raise 
their concerns there. 

The Commission for the Imple- 
mentation of the Constitution, the 
Kenya National Union of Nurses and 
the Kenya Medical Practitioners, Phar- 
macists and Dentists Union were the 
interested parties in the suit.

N airobi, West Pokot and 
Kakamega counties 
lead in the number of 
children immunised against 
polio in the country. 

The three counties surpassed 
the Ministry of Health’s target 
by over 30,000 in the campaign 
that ended in June. 

More than two million chil- 
dren received the Oral Polio 
Vaccine (OPV) in the three 
counties. 

Statistics from the Disease 
Surveillance and Outbreak Re- 
sponse Unit (DSORU) at the 
Ministry of Health showed 
that most counties surpassed 
the targets. 

Head of DSORU Ian Njeru 
attributed the uptake of the 
vaccine to intense campaigns 
at the national and county 
levels. 

“The country has not expe- 
rienced any cases of polio in 
the last financial year ending 
in July,” Dr Njeru said. 

During the year, the minis- 
try and its partners managed 
to immunise over 8.6 million 
children in the 47 counties 
out of a targeted total of nine 
million. 

“In West Pokot, the ministry 




had targeted 501,571 children 
and managed to administer the 
vaccine to a total of 541,968,” 
Dr Njeru said. 

Other counties in Rift Valley 
which impressed the healthcare 
providers with the number of 
children turning up for the oral 
vaccine were Nakuru (390,721), 
Narok (251,390) and Trans 
Nzoia (236,895). 

This gave a 99 percent 
coverage of the targeted 
population. 

Kakamega’s immunisation 
surpassed its target by over 
6,000 children after 406,735 
were immunised. 

Kisii produced the highest 



number of children for immu- 
nisation in Nyanza at 306,175 
children. 

Lamu County had the low- 
est number of children in the 
country, with only 20,699 
being vaccinated, out of the

targeted 22,669 children. 

Isiolo, Taita Taveta and Sam- 
buru counties too recorded low 
turnouts of 33,285; 49,404 and 
51,863 children respectively. 

The ministry attributed the 
low turnout in these areas 
to poor infrastructure which 
made it difficult for mothers 
to reach the health centres. 
It also compounded door-to- 
door immunisation. Other 
challenges were cultural and 
religious beliefs. 

Despite the low turnout 
however, the three counties 
collectively surpassed the 
previous year’s immunisation 
reach by 16,000.

Director of Medical Serv- 
ices Nicholas Muraguri said 
the fact that the country had 
not recorded any case of polio 
in the last financial year was a 
great gain in the fight against 
the disease. 

“The ministry will intensify 
surveillance until the disease 
is eradicated in the country,” 
Dr Muraguri said. 

Although the last case of in- 
digenous polio was eradicated 
in 1984, population movement 
had exposed the country 
to minimal polio transmis- 
sion incidents since, said Mr 
Wycliffe Matini, a communi- 
cation officer at the Ministry 
of Health’s Surveillance and 
Outbreak Response.. 

“Poliomyelitis - the virus that 
causes the disease has several 
genotypes and every time a 
case of the disease is reported, 
medical experts have to get the 
samples into the laboratory and 
study it to determine its origin. 
The genotype classification is 
important for countering polio,” 
Mr Matini said. 

Three categories 

From 1984, no polio cases 
were reported until 2006 when 
two were detected in Garissa. 

Two years later, 19 cases of 
the disease were reported in 
Turkana County among chil- 
dren of refugees who had fled 
South Sudan, before spreading 
to Kenyan children in Turkana. 
The genotype was traced to 
South Sudan. 

The disease manifests itself 
in three categories: sub-clinical 
- where patients might never 
have symptoms and the central 
nervous system is not affected; 
the non-paralytic - which only 
produces mild symptoms 
without affecting the nervous 
system and finally, the paralytic 
which is the most serious form 
of polio and results in full or 
partial paralysis. 

According to the World 
Health Organisation (WHO), 
one in every 200 polio infec- 
tions results in permanent 
paralysis.

A t just six years old, 
former nominated 
Senator Harold Kip- 
chumba saw the last of his 
mother. Forlorn and sickly, 
he lived by taking whatever 
the world offered. 

Mr Kipchumba had been an 
active boy who played with 
other children and climbed 
up and down the hills of 
Kaptiony Village in Baringo 
North to fetch water from a 
river. He also looked after the 
family’s livestock. 

Then one day, the boy, who 
had been the source of hope 
in the family fell ill. His limbs 
became numb and he had wa- 
tery eyes and a running nose. 
He couldn’t even talk. He had 
contracted polio. 

Fear of witchcraft and 
curses engulfed his family and 
his father chose to take off. 

Five decades of hope and 
regrets later, he has taken 
the decision to help parents 
prevent their children from 
contracting what befell him. 

“Had my parents known 
50 years ago, they would 
have taken me for polio 
vaccine. Parents, do not let

your child go through what I 
went through,” is his call in a 
commercial sponsored by the 
Ministry of Health. 

What he does not say in the 
campaign is the torture he has 
endured. 

“After my father left, my 
mother carried me on her 
back and trekked to hospital 
70 kilometres away. She did 
so on several occasions,” he 
says. 

One day, he was admitted 
to hospital and his mother 
seized that opportunity to 
disappear too. 

“I had become a very heavy 
burden, both physically and 
financially,” he says. 

He was treated for several 
months and when he was six, 
he was taken by Nyabondo 



Catholic missionaries as an 
abandoned child. 

Kipchumba’s parents never 
came for him. He could no 
longer walk, but the mis- 
sionaries took good care of 
him. 

“After passing my O -Level 
studies, I joined the Duke of 
York (now Lenana) School in 
Nairobi,” he says. 

Unfortunately, his spon- 
sorship was terminated and 
he was almost dropping out 
when the school board agreed 
to retain him. 

He completed studies 
without any more hitches 
and joined college. 

Living with polio has never 
been easy for Mr Kipchumba. 
Many a time, he felt life was 
unfair. 

“It is hard to live a life of 
lagging behind everyone else. 
I have had to deal with many 
challenges, especially those 
bordering on mobility,” he 
says. 

He has endured slippery 
floors and lack of disability- 
friendly premises. But the 
worst is the trauma caused 
by a disapproving public. 

“Many people believe the 
disabled are probably lower 
humans. They do not value 
us at all. I was rejected several 
times by the girls I wanted to 
marry,” Mr Kipchumba says. 

Although polio has affected 
many in the past and reduced 
them to cripples, medical 
practitioners believe Kenya 
has made great strides in 
fighting the disease. 

Key of these is the anti- 
polio vaccine drives whenever 
a case is reported.

The government plans to 
roll out an injectable polio 
vaccine in January next year 
in an effort to completely 
eradicate the disease. 

The injectable vaccine — In- 
activated Polio Vaccine (IPV) 
— will be administered to six- 
week-old children, as part of 
the routine immunisation, 
according to the Director of 
Medical Services, Dr Nicholas 
Muraguri. 

“At birth, the child will 
receive the usual oral vaccine 
but after six weeks, the child 



will have to receive the jab,” 
Dr Muraguri said. 

The vaccine will be ad- 
ministered alone or together 
with the other vaccines for 
diphtheria, tetanus, pertus- 
sis, hepatitis B, haemophilus 
and influenza. 

“This kind of vaccine has 
been used in other countries. 
It has helped eradicate the 
disease and helped lower 
cases in other countries,” Dr 
Muraguri said. 

Head of Disease Surveillance 
and Response Unit Ian Njeru 
said the vaccine jab would be 
administered on the baby’s 
thigh. 

“After two years of adminis- 



tering the jab to the children, 
we will gradually phase off the 
oral vaccine and start inject- 
ing the children six weeks after 
birth,” Dr Njeru said. 

The IPV is produced from 
wild poliovirus vaccine strains 
of each serotype that has been 
inactivated with formalin. 

IPV has been used success- 
fully in the polio eradication 
programmes in the Scan- 
dinavian countries and the 
Netherlands. 

Dr Njeru said Sh500 mil- 
lion was used on anti-polio 
campaigns and subsequent 
vaccinations. 

A single dose of the oral 
polio vaccine costs Sh5l. 



Pupils the warriors in 
war against disease

The Health ministry has been 
applauded for reaching out to 
millions of children in its re- 
cent anti-polio drives. 

The campaigns, which were 
carried out in the past year, 
ended last month.

The number of teachers in 
Starehe constituency in Nairobi 
who were integrated into the 
anti-polio campaign that began 
in April and ended in June 

The Mtoto Kwa Mtoto (Child 
To Child) campaign was initi- 
ated by the ministry. 

Children in class six, seven 
and eight were enrolled as 
campaigners. 

Their work was to per- 
suade more and more 
parents to allow their chil- 
dren to be given the oral 
polio vaccine by health 
workers who were moving 
from door to door. 

More than 30,000 pupils 



and 400 teachers from 195 
public schools in Nairobi took 
part in the campaign which 
began in April and ended 
in June. 

Hawa Abdisheikh, 11, a 
pupil at Murang’a Road Pri- 
mary School, was one of the 
150 campaigners in Starehe 
constituency. 

“We were trained on the 
effects of the disease, its 
prevention strategies and 
the need for every child in 
the country to be vaccinated,” 
she said. 

“Every child integrated in the 
campaign was given a form. 
After school, I had to go to my 
neighbours and asked them if 
their children had been vacci- 
nated. I checked the children’s 
small fingers to confirm that 
they had been marked.” 

If the child had not been 
vaccinated, the pupil wrote 
down his or her name. The 
form had 15 spaces. 

“After filling the name of the 
child, I had to take the form 
back to school so that the 
teacher and doctors could do 
the necessary,” Hawa added.

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Offer to pay exam fee 
noble but unrealistic 

D eputy President William Ruto’s announce- 
ment that the government will pay examina- 
tion fees for Standard Eight and Form Four 
candidates from next year is clearly a good gesture 
and demonstrates a desire to make education ac- 
cessible to all. 

However, from a practical point of view, it is un- 
realistic and unsustainable. So far, the government 
is unable to meet its commitments to education. In 
the first place, it is grappling with sustaining free 
primary education and subsidised secondary educa- 
tion, which are faltering because of lack of funds. 

Second, schools are faced with severe shortage 
of teachers as the government does not have the 
resources to recruit the required numbers. Thus, al- 
though there is a shortfall of some 80,000 teachers 
in primary and secondary schools, the government 
will only employ 5,000 this year. Yet teacher short- 
age is hurting schools and most of them are now on 
contract at a cost to the parents. 

Third, debate is still raging over the recent direc- 
tive by Mr Ruto that schools release certificates 
of past candidates who had not cleared their fees 
arrears. Conservative estimates indicate that the 
fee defaulters owe schools some Shi4 billion. If the 
schools are to release the papers, the government 
will have to provide the cash, which arguably, it may 
not raise given the prevailing economic conditions. 

Fourth, while the government indicates that it 
will allocate some Sh4 billion for exams, it does 
not take into account other costs involved in ad- 
ministering the tests. The amount required is far 
higher and it is not clear how the deficits would be 
sourced. 

Cumulatively, the desire to free parents from 
paying exam fees is noble, but it is not sustainable. 
Given the sensitivity of exams, it would be naive to 
talk of waiving the fees without proper and sup- 
portive framework. 

Soccer shuffle cosmetic 

F ootball authorities have taken drastic action 
with the firing of the entire coaching staff of 
the national team in the wake of an embar- 
rassing exit from the 2015 Africa Cup of Nations 
qualifiers at the hands of fellow minnows, Lesotho. 

However, we really have to consider whether the 
departure of coach Adel Amrouche and the arrival 
of Bobby Williamson will amount to anything more 
than a change of pallbearers. 

If the consensus is that Kenyan football is spiral- 
ling towards its lowest ebb, then a change in the 
Harambee Stars management might mean little 
when the focus should be directed towards fixing 
more fundamental ills. 

Problems start right at the top of football ad- 
ministration and permeate down to the grassroots 
where structures hardly exist for the nurturing of 
young talent. Harambee Stars at present can only 
be composed of players who come through a dys- 
functional system, so changing coaches at that level 
might not help. 

What is required is serious work from junior lev- 
els, from where promising talent can be tapped and 
nurtured through the kind of feeder systems that 
have proved so effective in Ghana, Cote d’Ivoire, 
Nigeria, Cameroon and other giants of African 
football.

Why Ebola has avoided Kenya so 
far ; and others stories of disease 



Tust as the African story 
I was beginning to sound 
I interesting again, now 
fnat we were learning to for- 
get the violence in Central 
African Republic and South 
Sudan, along comes Ebola 
and it spoils the party. 

The malady is close to 
killing 1,000 people in West 
Africa in the nations of Li- 
beria, Sierra Leone, Guinea 
and now Nigeria since the 
first outbreak in March. Sus- 
pected infected folks who’ve 
passed through Africa or 
were doctors working to 
help fight the disease, are 
beginning to pop up here 
and there in other parts of 
the world. 

Though doctors still don’t 
know everything about how 
it is spread, it’s believed 
to initially occur after an 
Ebola virus is transmit- 
ted to humans by contact 
with infected animal fluids. 
Human-to-human transmis- 
sion can occur via direct 
contact with blood or bod- 
ily fluids from an infected 
person. 

So, to put it crudely, it’s 
the hunting, slaughter, and 
eating of meat from wild 
animals — including birds 
and bats — that is mostly to 
blame for Ebola. 

Now scientists are saying 
that if, especially Africans, 
don’t curb the eating of 
bush meat, not only could 
Ebola epidemics get worse 
in future, but other viruses 
lying in wait could be un- 
leashed because 75 per cent 
of new infectious diseases 



affecting humans are dis- 
eases of animal origin. 

For that reason organisa- 
tions like the UN’s Food and 
Agricultural Organisation 
say that population growth 
that leads to human en- 
croachment of forests and 
wildlife reserves, among 
other factors, will provoke 
massive killing of wild 
animals for subsistence or 
commercial purposes... and 
strange ailments are likely 
to emerge from the forests. 

Scary stuff. Colleagues 
at Mail Guardian Africa 
landed on data from the 
Centre for International 
Forestry Research and the 
Secretariat of the Conven- 
tion on Biological Diversity 
estimating that more than a 
million tonnes of bush meat 
are harvested from Central 
Africa alone each year! That 
is one billion kilogrammes 
of bush meat in one region 
alone. 

It depends on how you 
count it, but if you take the 
smallest animal as a bird 
weighing one kilogramme 
and the larger ones as a big 
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Kenyans have cut 
down or grabbed their 
forests, and there is 
little cover for Ebola- 
carrying animals to 
hide.” 



monkey (they eat those in 
Central Africa) coming in at 
50kg, and take the average 
weight of an animal killed 
for bush meat to be 20kg, 
that means our brothers and 
sisters there are downing 
500 million wild animals a 
year! If some human-eating 
species, and not we inhab- 
ited the Earth, at that rate 
they would eat half the pop- 
ulation of Africa in a year. 

In July I was in Rwanda 
and attended the mountain 
gorilla naming ceremony 
Kwita Izina. There was a hu- 
morous bloke from Nigeria 
there, who said there are no 
mountain gorillas in West 
Africa because they “ate 
them all long ago”. 

These are serious mat- 
ters, but in Africa if 
sometimes you don’t take 
a light-hearted view of our 
problems, you will run mad. 

I was chatting with a 
Kenyan editor when the 
Ebola story was beginning 
to gather momentum, and 
he wondered why Uganda, 
the Democratic Republic of 
Congo, South Sudan, have 
had Ebola but not Kenya 
considering that it is one of 
the main transit points in 
Africa. 

Like all true journalists, 
because I didn’t know, I 
speculated. I suggested 
to him that it is because 
Kenyans have cut down 
or grabbed their forests, 
and there is little cover for 
Ebola-carrying animals to 
hide. 

I also offered that Somalia 



is not a good environment 
for Ebola, as they have cut 
down everything green for 
charcoal. 

Perhaps those loony 
climate change deniers in 
America should come to 
Africa, for here they might 
find the best argument for 
climate change; it reduces 
the transmission of deadly 
diseases from forest wild 
beasts to humans. 

More seriously, and im- 
portantly, the Ebola attack 
demonstrates what is our 
existential challenge. Those 
American missionaries who 
were infected by Ebola were 
flown home, and they were 
treated with an experimen- 
tal drug that seemed to have 
worked. There are about 
five such medicines — and 
vaccine — being developed 
in the US, although it faces 
virtually no risk of home- 
grown Ebola. 

However, there is none 
in Africa, and we have been 
reduced to criticising the 
Americans for not doing 
enough to share their Ebola 
medicine. 

We can build roads, 
railways, skyscrapers, oil 
pipelines, name it. But until 
we do smart science and 
invest in knowledge and re- 
search, we shall still be rich 
sometime during this cen- 
tury, yes, but we shall never 
rule it.

THE CUTTING EDGE 



Why some ethnic groups become pet 
subjects of hate without even trying 



T he recent hideous 
selective slaughter 
of ethnic Kikuyu in 
Mpeketoni in Lamu County is 
not unique in human history. 

History is replete with such 
outbreaks of inter-ethnic 
violence on a massive scale: 
against the Jews in Europe, the 
Chinese minority in Southeast 
Asia, against Ibos in Nigeria, 
against the Lebanese in 
Sierra Leone, the Japanese in 
Peru, Indians in Burma and 
Armenians in the Ottoman 
Empire ages ago. 

But what do all these groups 
have in common and why are 
they hated so much? 

According to Dr Thomas 
Sowell, a Senior Fellow at the 
Hoover Institute, Stanford 
University, who is considered 
America’s foremost public 
intellectual, these victims are 
often generically “middleman 
minorities” who can be of any 
racial or ethnic background. 

The perverse hatred of 
these people is founded on 
the economic role they play in 
their disparate circumstances. 
This role, which we shall 
outline briefly, even when 
played by people not ethnically 
different from those around 
them, has nonetheless 
produced explosive mixtures. 

The hated groups are thus 
not defined by ethnicity, race, 
colour, religion or national 
origin. 

Under this thinking, the 
Kikuyu in Lamu were not 
attacked merely because they 
were Kikuyu, nor were Jews 
persecuted in Europe merely

because they were Jewish. 

They were killed because of 
resentment over their role 
as “middleman minorities” 
in evolving economic 
circumstances. 

Middleman minorities 
are intermediaries between 
producers and consumers, 
whether in the role of retailers 
or money lenders. Retailing 
ranges from the modest level 
of street hawkers and peddlers 
to that of grand merchants 
owning chains of stores. 

In Kenya, the term “broker” 
is very well understood to 
define the “middleman” who 
does not actually own the 
goods, services or products he 
or she sells. They merely link 
the buyer to the seller but in 
so doing, they are routinely 
resented because they are 
deemed to be making money 
“from nothing”. 

There is a deep-seated belief 
in human nature, arising from 



the imperative of hard physical 
manual labour for survival in 
our primitive past, that only 
those who handle tangible 
physical production objects 
“really” work. 

And so middlemen who 
physically produce nothing 
are merely parasites who 
insert themselves gratuitously 
between the “real” producers 
and consumers. 

This crude misconception 
of economic theory is at the 
core of centuries of hostility 
and violence against many 
innocent beings, but it is also 
buttressed by other issues. 

In the wider context, 
as distinguished from an 
individual “broker”, if a 
particular ethnic group is 
to become dominant in the 
economic role of retailing, 
money lending or such other 
middleman activity, it implies 
that certain social patterns 
of intrinsic behaviour in the 
group are fundamentally 
different from that of the 
surrounding population. 
Otherwise, the majority 
population would supply the 
majority of middlemen in their 
society. 

This crucial difference 
cannot be simply that the 
middleman minority has more 
money. Again and again in 
different ages and in various 
countries, the middleman 
minority has arrived on the 
scene as destitute immigrants, 
owning virtually nothing and 
barely able to speak a few 
words of the local language. 

This was the situation of 



the vast majority of Eastern 
European Jews who arrived in 
the United States of America 
in the 19th and early 20th 
centuries. In the same era, 
Chinese immigrants typically 
arrived in Southeast countries 
in similar rock-bottom poverty. 

It was much the same story 
with Lebanese immigrants 
to colonial Sierra Leone 
and, much later, the Kikuyu 
immigrants to Lamu and 
elsewhere in the country. 

But how could such 
people eventually rise above 
the native born population 
around them? Clearly, their 
values, their discipline, and 
their culture had to remain 
different. This has the effect of 
further alienating them from 
those around them, hence 
raising even more potential for 
resentment. 

Yet, if the middleman 
minorities do not remain 
different, they would lose their 
competitive edge and not be of 
any use to those around them. 

This fact has important 
implications in our debate 
on ethnicity and economic 
development. 

But whatever economic 
progress Kikuyu people have 
made in Lamu or elsewhere 
as is the case for all other 
middleman minorities, it has 
come slowly and as a result of 
a long uphill struggle and hard 
work. Killing them will not 
stop it.

S ince independence, Kenya has 

struggled to build a system that can 
effectively deliver quality healthcare 
to its population. However, this has barely 
kept up with the population growth. Now 
with a population of more than 40 million, 
the sixth highest in sub-Sahara Africa, the 
healthcare need is higher than ever. 

Over the years, the gap between the rich 
and poor has widened. The affluent are 
able to access quality healthcare services 
in private institutions. Such services have, 
however, proved elusive for the poor. 

To combat this inequality, achieve 
universal access to quality healthcare 
and meet health-related millennium 
development goals such as improving 
maternal health care and reducing child 
mortality, it is important to ensure the 
level of services offered is high. 

Offering quality healthcare services 
should be a basic minimum requirement 
that all Kenyans are entitled to. This is 
enshrined in the Constitution as well as 
Kenya’s long-term economic development 
blueprint, Vision 2030. 

In Kenya, private clinics provide nearly 
half of primary healthcare services. 
Unfortunately, those that are affordable to 
the poor are often run by under-qualified 
staff with limited medical supplies. 



With the current structure of the public 
healthcare system, where specialised 
care can only be accessed at the few 
referral hospitals, many of the rural poor 
have been left to basic health centres, 
dispensaries and small private clinics. 

Our health system has been mired in 
declining indicators, dissatisfied patients 
and health providers and systems failure. 
The disparity in the quality of service is 
clearest within public institutions that 
also offer private services. 

Too many challenges 

Fortunately, something exists to bridge 
this gap. The government and other 
private entities have a number of models 
for health, for example, the Kenya Quality 
Model for Health by the Ministry of 
Health and the SafeCare Programme, 
implemented by PharmAccess. 

Both are aimed at satisfying patients’ 
needs through improving infrastructure, 
human resources, hygiene, and privacy. 
Such initiatives have not been without 
challenges. 

Not many health providers understand 
the importance of quality models of 
health, or the benefits such models give to 
patients. 

For instance, the SafeCare standards, 



designed to gradually improve the level 
of quality in basic health facilities and 
district hospitals with limited resources 
in both rural and urban areas, already has 
1,000 clinics in Kenya, Tanzania, Nigeria, 
Ghana and Namibia. 

This has translated into better health 
services to about one million patients 
every month. 

The National Hospital Insurance Fund 
is among institutions that have adopted 
the SafeCare model to introduce the 
quality standards in all facilities enrolled 
within its insurance cover. 

Too frequently, we have heard stories 
of patients, especially in rural areas, dying 
due to lack of resources at the health 
facilities nearest to them. The struggle is 
even more evident as some rural patients 
have to travel thousands of kilometers 
to access specialised treatment and care, 
while others remain at home because 
they cannot even afford travel costs. The 
quality models of health are aimed at 
eliminating such sad stories. 

We should reach a level where patients 
can demand quality and safe services 
when they visit a health facility.

bly authorises us to file a case against 
the colonial government for forceful 
acquisition of land which belonged to 
the Kipsigis and Talai communities,” 
said Prof Chepkwony.

In addition, Foreign Secretary Wil- 
liam Hague (who has since left office) 
apologised for atrocities committed 
by British troops in Kenya during the 
crackdown. 

The amount that lawyers will pur- 
sue in the Kericho case would be 
determined after an assessment of 
the acreage involved, according to 
Prof Chepkwony. 

“Our people have suffered for the 
past 100 years in poverty because their 
inheritance was snatched from them. 
We will also be seeking the profits due 
to those people.” 

The governor denied that the suit 
would allow the government to re- 
possess land from multinational tea 
companies including Finlay Tea, Uni- 
lever Tea and Williamson Tea.

A Senate committee set up to inves- 
tigate the impeachment of Machakos 
Deputy Governor Bernard Kiala has 10 
days to determine whether allegations 
against the official warrant his ejection. 

The 11-member team met yesterday 
and picked Mr Mutahi Kagwe (Nyeri, 
Narc) as the chairperson and Dr Agnes 
Zani (Nominated, ODM) as the vice- 
chairperson. 

The committee will assess evidence 
presented to it by the county assembly 
against Mr Kiala. 

The deputy governor will have to 
either appear before the committee in 
person or be represented by a lawyer. 
Both can also choose to present them- 
selves before the senators. 

He faces two charges: gross violation 
of the Constitution; and gross violation 
of the County Government Act, Public 
Ethics Act, National Cohesion and In-

tegration Act, and the Leadership and 
Integrity Act. 

Other senators to investigate the 
matter include Mr Lenny Kivuti (Embu, 
APK), Mr Sammy Leshore (Samburu, 
URP); Mr Abu Chiaba (Lamu, TNA), and 
Ms Martha Wangari (Nominated, UDF). 

Senators Ben Njoroge (Nominated, 
TNA), Prof Anyang’ Nyong’o (Kisumu, 
ODM), Mong’are Okong’o (Nyamira, 
Ford-K), Daisy Kanainza (Nominated, 
ODM) and Omar Hassan Omar (Mom- 
basa, ODM) are also part of the team. 

Senate Minority Leader Moses 



Wetang’ula (Ford-K) appealed to the 
committee to approach the matter with 
an open mind and bring a verdict that 
upholds the dignity of the House. 

Senator Mutula Kilonzo Jnr (Makueni, 
Wiper) said the people of Machakos 
were anxious to see how the case 
would be handled. He said there was 
need for legislation that would clear 
doubts following concerns that existing 
laws do not state clearly how deputy 
governors are impeached. 

Article 181 of the Constitution that 
gives the grounds for removal of a 



governor is silent on how a deputy gov- 
ernor can be sent home. 

Section 33 of the County Govern- 
ment Act also does not say what 
should be done to remove a deputy 
governor from office. 

Senate Majority Leader Kithure 
Kindiki (Tharaka-Nithi) is drafting the 
Impeachment of Governors and Deputy 
Governors Bill, 2014 that is aimed at 
providing a clear path to follow when 
impeaching a deputy county boss. 

Elgeyo Marakwet Senator Kip- 
chumba Murkomen (URP) was hesitant 
in supporting the formation of the 
committee, saying that deputy gover- 
nors lacked a clear mandate in running 
county affairs. 

Mr Kiala will be the first deputy 
governor to face the Senate committee 
hearings alone over impeachment. 

His Embu counterpart, Ms Dorothy 
Nditi, was quizzed alongside his boss, 
Mr Martin Wambora, and found not 
guilty. She was allowed to resume her 
duties.

said Mr Ceasar Thiari, 40, should un- 
dergo treatment at Mathari Hospital 
for one month. The directive follows a 
psychiatric report presented before the 
court by State counsel Njeru Njue. 

Mr Njue told the court that mental 
examination results show that the 
accused has a history of psychiatric 
illness. 

“He is not in full control of his 
mental functions and thus not in a 
position to appreciate legal proceed- 
ings,” said Mr Njue. 

The State counsel said that owing 
to Mr Thiari’s state of health, he could 
not be assigned a lawyer to represent 
him in court until he receives medical 
attention. 

The Kabando family supported the 
proposed treatment of Mr Thiari. 



However, lawyer Richard Kamotho, 
for the family, raised concern that the 
matter was being “insensitively” cov- 
ered by the media. 

He asked the court to protect the 
accused from such coverage. 

“The accused was subjected to 
media interviews despite the matter 
being in court. This is distressing to 
the family members, who are still 
grieving,” he said. 

The request prompted Mr Justice 
Wakiaga to order journalists to ex- 
ercise caution when covering the 
matter. 

Mr Thiari is accused of hacking his 
70-year-old mother, Rose Wachera 
Mwangi Kabando, to death at their 
home in Kaini Village, Mukurwe-ini, 
on July 27.

The governor spoke a day after

He defended himself saying sum- 
moning of governors should be the 
last resort as county government of- 
ficials such as executives and finance 
officers were the most appropriate 
people to explain expenditure in the 
counties. 

“Every time we send our execu- 
tives and finance officers, they are 
chased away and the senators insist 
on seeing governors. 

“The senate committee should say 
what it wants because it should listen 
to the officers and then call governors 
if there is a complicated matter that 
needs to be handled.”

Two deny 
recruiting 
for Shabaab 



Magistrate remands the 
accused in custody 
until August 25 when 
their case will be heard

T wo men were yesterday charged 
with recruiting other people to 
join Al- Shabaab. 

Mr Mkauma Ali Mbuiya and Mr Kalume 
Ibrahim Dunda are said to have, with others 
not in court, been found in Boni Forest on 
the Kenya- Somali border, attempting to 
cross into the neighbouring country with 
the intention of joining the terror group. 

Mr Mbuiya and Mr Dunda are said to 
have committed the offence on July 7 in 
Mazeras Township, Kilifi County. 

They denied the charge before chief 
magistrate Stephen Riechi, who remanded 
them in custody until August 25 when the 
case will be heard. 

The prosecution opposed their plea 
to be released on bail. “The accused are 
likely to interfere with witnesses if released 
on bond. They are also likely to abscond 
and go to Somalia to join Al-Shabaab,” 
said police officer Gabriel Karugu in an 
affidavit. 

Threat to national security 

The accused, who were unrepresented, 
were a threat to national security, he stated. 
“As much as we respect the accused’s right 
to be released on bond, the right is limited 
and should not supersede that of national 
security,” said Mr Karugu. 

Meanwhile, a court last week issued 
a warrant of arrest for a police officer 
investigating a case involving British ter- 
ror suspect Samantha Lewthwaite and her 
suspected Kenyan accomplice. 

The court had ordered the officer in 
charge of the Anti-Terrorist Police Unit 
to execute the warrant. 

Ms Lewthwaite had been charged in 
absentia with being in possession of ex- 
plosives and conspiracy to commit a felony. 
The case was first filed in court on January 
4, 2012, and has since been mentioned 28 
times before different magistrates.

Justice Radido said in his 
ruling that there was clear 
evidence of disobedience of 
his orders. 

The parties will argue their 
preliminary objections on Sep- 
tember 3.

H undreds of squat- 
ters at Lomolo 
Sisal Estate have 
protested at attempts by 
Baringo Senator Gideon 
Moi to remove them. 

The squatters and the 
senator were involved in 
a protracted legal battle 
for ownership of the 2,500 
acre property in Mogotio, 
which ended in Mr Moi’s 
favour. 

The squatters said Mr 
Moi had begun digging 
trenches around the land 
and was driving out their 
livestock. 

“He is digging deep 
gullies around the farm 
destroying our cattle sheds 
and threatening us with 
eviction yet we have filed 
a notice of appeal against 
the judgement,” said one 
of the squatters. 

The trenches are meant 
to prevent the animals from 
entering the disputed farm, 
according to the squatter. 

In 2002, Mr Moi, through 
Deans Estate Ltd, bought 
the land from Mr Harry 
Horns at Sh50 million. 

The squatters, under 
the Korinytich Farmers 
Group, moved to court 
four years later, seeking to 
be declared legal owners of 
the land through adverse 
possession. 

They asked the court to 
bar Lomolo 1962, which 
had been managing the 



farm, and Deans Estate 
Ltd from entering, alienat- 
ing, selling or trespassing 
on the land. 

They claimed that they 
had constructed cattle dips, 
primary schools, a dispen- 
sary dams and even buried 
their dead relatives on the 
property. 

However, Lomolo’s of- 
ficials said the group’s 
members were employees 
in the sisal farm and were 
only allowed to graze their 
cattle on it. 

Mr John Oduor Ojera, 
who was a business de- 
velopment manager at the 
estate before the land was 
sold to Mr Moi, told the 
court that the squatters 
lived around the property 
and only got permission 
to herd their livestock on 
the land. 

Registered owner 

Justice William Ouko 
ruled that Deans was the 
absolute and registered 
owner of the land and dis- 
missed the case. 

He ruled that the squat- 
ters were trespassers on 
the property, and issued 
permanent orders restrain- 
ing them from occupying 
the land or interfering with 
the company’s peaceful 
ownership. 

The squatters have filed 
a notice of appeal against 
the decision and therefore, 
feel that they should be al- 
lowed to stay. They said 
local administration and 
police were intimidating 
them to leave.

Sh4bn multi-storey car 
park plan for city centre

Motorists’ parking woes might soon 
end as the Nairobi County plans to 
build a Sh4 billion multi-storey car 
park in the city centre. 

This is among proposals made by 
a taskforce constituted earlier this 
year to find ways of decongesting 
the capital. 

In its interim report, the team rec- 
ommended that on-street parking be 
abolished, with multi-storey parking 
lots set up, preferably in partnership 
with private developers. 

The increase in parking fees from 
Shl40 to Sh300 has done little to 
reduce the influx of vehicles into the 
city centre. 

The new multi-level parking build- 




ing, which will replace the ‘sunken 
car park’ on Taifa Road, will include 
a commercial centre and a training 
facility. 

The county has called for bids from 
private companies to plan, build and 
operate the parking lot. 

Meanwhile, Nairobi Governor Evans 
Kidero (above) in June announced that 
there were plans to introduce levies 
for taxis from outside Nairobi to ac- 
cess the city. 



Probe urged over funds 
set aside to rebuild roads

Governor Simon Kachapin has 
urged national government agencies 
to investigate the Kenya National 
Highways Authority to establish 
the whereabouts of funds that 
were allocated for rehabilitation 
of a highway in the region.

The governor also took issue with 
the proposal to set up County Devel- 
opment Boards chaired by Senators 
saying the move was unconstitutional 
and an act of mischief. 

He said Section 54 of the Constitu- 
tion spells out how development in 
counties should be coordinated and 
that governors are tasked with imple- 
menting development projects. 

“County Development Boards are 
unconstitutional. The move is mis- 
chievous. We have already passed our 
budgets and there is no provision for 
them. This is an offence to devolution,” 
said the governor.

Mr Gachagua added that there 
were 23 other pieces of legislation 
before Senate which were uncon- 
stitutional. 

He said the governors had decided 
to use all means to make sure the 
pieces of legislation do not see the 
light of day. 

He said the county had already put 
in place an Integrated County Devel- 
opment Plan for the next five years 
and wondered whether the Senator 
is going to change it. 

The Nyeri governor said they had 
not yet paid their staff because a bill 
on allocation of funds to the counties 
was still pending before the Senate.

Nigeria confirms five more Ebola 
cases as Spain flies out its citizen 




Patients 
are being

ABUJA, Wednesday 

N igeria today confirmed 
five new cases of Ebola 
in Lagos and a second 
death from the virus, bringing 
the total number of infections 
in sub-Saharan Africa’s largest 
city to seven. 

“Nigeria has now recorded 
seven confirmed cases of Ebola 
Virus Disease (EVB)” health min- 
ister Onyebuchi Chukwu said. 

Those who have died include 
the “index patient,” a Libe- 
rian who brought the virus to 
Lagos on July 20, and a nurse 
who treated him, the minister 
added. 

“All the Nigerians diagnosed 
with EBV were primary contacts” 
of Patrick Sawyer, who worked 
for Liberia’s finance ministry 
and contracted the virus from 
his sister, Chukwu said. 

He travelled to Nigeria, Af- 
rica’s most populous country, 
for a meeting of west African 
officials. 

Visibly sick upon arrival at the 
international airport in Lagos, 
officials said he was immediately 
transferred to the First Consult- 
ants hospital in the upmarket 
Ikoyi neighbourhood. 

He died in quarantine on July 
25 and the hospital has since 
been closed. 

The five Ebola patients are 
being treated in an isolation 
ward in Lagos, the minister 
told journalists. 

Meanwhile, Spain sent an 



air force plane today to Liberia 
to fly home an elderly Spanish 
missionary infected with Ebola, 
the first patient to be returned to 
Europe in a fast-spreading out- 
break of the deadly disease. 

The military Airbus A310, 
specially equipped for a medi- 
cal evacuation, took off for 
the west African country from 
Madrid’s Torrejon military air 
base at around 1:30 pm, the de- 
fence ministry said in a Twitter 
message. 

Miguel Pajares, a 75-year-old 
Roman Catholic priest, tested 
positive for Ebola at the Saint 
Joseph Hospital in Monrovia 
where he worked, according to 
the Spanish aid organisation he 
works for, Juan Ciudad ONGD. 

Repatriated to Europe 

Since breaking out earlier this 
year, the epidemic has claimed 
932 lives and infected more than 
1,700 people across west Africa, 
according to the World Health 
Organization. 

Other cases have been re- 
ported in Guinea, Sierra Leone 
and Nigeria. 

The Spanish priest will be the 
first person infected in the Afri- 
can outbreak to be repatriated to 
Europe for treatment. 

Two Americans who worked 
for Christian aid agencies in 
Liberia and were infected with 
Ebola while taking care of pa- 
tients in Monrovia were brought 
back to the United States for 
treatment in recent days. 



“We regret all this because 
these people were here to help 
us and they are going back 
with illness,” Liberian Informa- 
tion Minister Lewis Brown told 
AFP in Monrovia. 

Specialised hospital 

The Spanish patient, who has 
worked in Liberia for more than 
five decades, will be treated at 
the Hospital Carlos III in north- 
ern Madrid which is specialised 
in tropical diseases, a hospital 
spokesman said. 

“This news has lifted my spir- 
its, it is great, I am very happy. It 
is worth fighting on,” he told the 
online edition of daily Spanish 
newspaper ABC by telephone 
when told that he would be 
repatriated. 

During an interview broadcast 
on Monday, the Spanish priest 
had said he and the other mis- 
sionaries wanted to be taken to 
Spain for treatment. 

“I have a fever. I don’t have 
any appetite, I could go without 
eating anything, I have a lot of 
pain in my joints. I need help 
to move from one place to the 
other,” he told CNN en Espanol, a 
24-hour Spanish-language news 
network. The Spanish defence 
ministry said the Airbus A3 10 
was equipped to safely transport 
three patients without risk of 
contagion if required to do so. 

The Spanish priest’s cousin, 
Begona Martin, appealed for the 
Spanish government to evacu- 
ate the African missionaries who

are ill, Chantal Pascale of the 
Democratic Republic of Congo 
and Paciencia Melgar Ronda of 
Equatorial Guinea.

WHO calls 
meeting on 
new drug 

GENEVA, Wednesday 

The World Health Organization 
said today it was convening an 
ethics meeting next week to 
explore the use of experimental 
treatment in the Ebola outbreak 
in West Africa. 

The move comes after two 
health workers from the US 
charity Samaritan’s Purse were 
treated with medication that the 
WHO said had never been tested 
and shown to be safe in people. 

“We are in an unusual situation 
in this outbreak. We have a disease 
with a high fatality rate without 
any proven treatment or vaccine,” 
said Marie-Paule Kieny, assistant 
director-general of the UN health 
agency. 

“We need to ask the medical 
ethicists to give us guidance on 
what the responsible thing to do 
is,” she said in a statement. 

Samaritan’s Purse members 
Kent Brantly and Nancy Writebol 
were stricken with Ebola while 
treating patients in Liberia. 

The patients, who were rushed 
to the United States amid tight 
medical security, were reportedly 
given an experimental drug known 
as ZMapp. 

Both have shown improvements 
in their health and are now being 
treated in isolation at an Atlanta, 
Georgia hospital. 

There is currently no registered 
medicine or vaccine against the 
Ebola virus — which in the 
past has shown fatality rates 
approaching 90 per cent — but 
there are several experimental 
options under development. 

The WHO said experimental 
drugs raised questions about 
whether they should be deployed 
during such an outbreak and, 
given the extremely limited 
amount available, who should 
receive them if they were used. 
(AFP) 

Saudi Ebola 
suspect dies 

RIYADH, Wednesday 

A Saudi Arabian who had trav- 
elled to Sierra Leone and had 
symptoms similar to those found 
in Ebola sufferers died today of a 
heart attack, the health ministry 
said. 

“The patient died of cardiac ar- 
rest, despite efforts by the medical 
team to resuscitate him,” the min- 
istry website reported. 

It added that the man will be 
buried in the Islamic manner, but 
under precautions laid down by 
the world health authorities. 

The ministry did not reveal the 
results of tests carried out abroad 
on whether the patent had been 
suffering from the Ebola virus.

P resident Abdel Fattah al-

creation of one million jobs at a 
time when Egypt is struggling 
to recover from more than three 
years of political turmoil since 
the ouster of long-time autocrat 
Hosni Mubarak. 

President Sisi, accompanied 
by government ministers and 
army generals, set an ambi- 
tious target of digging the new 
canal, which would run parallel 
to the original Suez Canal built 
145 years ago. “No matter what 
it takes, this project must be 
finished in a year. That is what 
Egyptians expect,” President 
Sisi said at an inauguration 
ceremony in the Suez Canal 
city of Ismailiya. 

Officials said the new waterway 
would be funded by Egyptian and 
foreign investors.

shares in the project would be 
offered to domestic investors at 
a rate of 100 Egyptian pounds 
(about 14 dollars, 11 euros) 
each, and $100 per share for 
expatriates. 

The canal would be con- 
structed by 17 private Egyptian 
companies under “the direct su- 
pervision” of the armed forces, 
said President Sisi. 

In a colourful ceremony 
broadcast live on state television, 
President Sisi was accompanied 
by men, women and children as 
he blasted away a mound of sand 
symbolising the start of work on 



the canal. Shortly afterwards, 
hundreds of men were seen dig- 
ging with shovels to loud music 
playing in the background. 

The project was initially 
to be constructed during the 
rule of now deposed president 
Mohamed Morsy, backed by 
funding from Qatar, whose ties 
with Egypt have deteriorated 
since the Islamist’s ouster in 
July 2013. 

Dubbed the Suez Canal Axis, 
the new 72 -kilometre project 
would run part of the way 
alongside the existing canal 
that connects the Red Sea to 



the Mediterranean. 

It will involve 37 kilometres of 
dry digging and 35 kilometres of 
expansion and deepening of the 
existing Suez Canal, which will 
help to speed up the movement 
of vessels. 

“The total cost of digging the 
new canal is 29 billion Egyptian 
pounds ($4 billion),” said Mohab 
Memesh, head of the Suez Canal 
Authority. 

“It is expected to provide 
more than one million job op- 
portunities and will turn Egypt 
into an industrial, mercantile and 
logistic centre.” (AFP) 



Several injured

Several people were injured 
following skirmishes caused by 
shortage of water in Abidjan’s 
Yopougon suburb, eyewitnesses 
told Xinhua yesterday. 

Residents of the area said 
shortage of water that has lasted 
several days was the major cause 
of fighting between two different 
groups. Residents who included 
women and children flocked to 
water points to draw water but 
the shortage of the commodity led 
to scuffles between them, leaving 
many of them injured. 

The residents deplored “severe” 
shortage of water and urged the 
government to put in place an ef- 
fective mechanism for supplying 
water to residents. 

Cote d’Ivoire authorities have re- 
inforced mechanisms for supplying 
water to the population.

Igad warns of punitive 
action that has to be 
taken immediately 
after the US meeting

U S Secretary of State John 
Kerry and East African leaders 
jointly blamed South Sudan 
rebel chief Riek Machar yesterday 
for continuing a war that has taken 
thousands of lives and may soon 
cause a famine. 

The Intergovernmental Authority 
of Development (IGAD) said it will 
take “punitive action” if South Su- 
dan’s warring parties fail to meet an 
August 10 deadline for establishing 
a transitional government, Ethiopia’s 
prime minister said. 

“It is our judgment — and the 
former Vice President Mr Machar 
needs to understand this— that it was 
his initiative that broke the agreement 
and took his troops back into a violent 



status,” Mr Kerry declared. 

Mr Kerry made his comments on 
the sidelines of the US -Africa sum- 
mit after a meeting on Tuesday with 
President Uhuru Kenyatta and leaders 
of three other Igad member states. 

Ethiopian Prime Minister Haile - 
mariam Desalegn, the spokesman 
for the Igad group, echoed Mr Ker- 
ry’s accusation. “The violation of the 
ceasefire has taken place by Riek Ma- 
char,” Mr Desalegn declared. 

The Ethiopian leader then warned 
of unspecified “punitive action that 
has to be taken immediately after con- 
vening the meeting of Igad heads of 
state and government in Addis Ababa 
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It was his initiative that 
broke the agreement and 
took his troops back into a 
violent status”

The rebel side failed to attend 
peace talks in Ethiopia on Tues- 
day, with organisers saying it was 
not clear why Mr Machar’s repre- 
sentatives had not shown up. 

“Riek Machar is not in control 
of what he calls his army,” South 
Sudan President Salva Kiir 
charged prior to talks on Tuesday 
with Secretary Kerry. 

“And so each commander in 
different areas are operating on 
their own.” 

President Kiir added that the 
war in his country “could have 
been resolved a long time back, 



but we get difficulty on the side 
of the rebels.” 

Mr Kiir blamed Mr Machar’s 
forces for violating ceasefire 
agreements signed in May and 
June. Secretary Kerry, on his 
part, was warm in welcoming 
President Kiir to Washington 
and offered no criticisms of the 
South Sudan government in his 
remarks on Tuesday. 

The United States has said since 
the start of the fighting last De- 
cember that it regards President 
Kiir as the legitimate leader of 
South Sudan and would oppose 
his overthrow. 



urgent aid amid 
serious drought

Somalia’s Minister of Agriculture Abdi 
Ahmed Baafo has called on the interna- 
tional community to help the country tackle 
a devastating drought that is affecting many 
parts of the country. 

Mr Baafo who chairs a special Federal 
Government Committee on drought, said aid 
in form of food, water and medication, must 
urgently reach the affected regions. 

The drought has affected southern and 
central regions of Somalia among them 
Gedo, Bakool, Hiran, Galgudud and Mudug. 
He said though the government allocated 
USD500,000 in July to assist those affected, 
there are major challenges affecting food 
distribution. 

“The Somali National Army is ready to 
assist its people but lacks the right trans- 
portation equipment to deliver food aid to 
the regions and therefore requests the im- 
mediate assistance of the United Nations 
and the African Union Mission in Somalia 
(AMISOM) to facilitate food delivery to the 
people living in regions which had already 
been liberated from Al-Shabaab,” he said. 

In recent months, aid agencies reported 
that hunger was set to worsen in Somalia 
due to rising food prices, irregular rains and 
a lack of access to people in need. The situ- 
ation was reported to undermine efforts to 
rebuild the war-torn country. 

The UN made a $9 33m humanitarian 
appeal for Somalia in 2014, but the body re- 
ported that it was only 25 percent funded.

Egyptian efforts 
pay off in truce 



Intelligence mediators 
meet with Israeli and 
Palestinian teams to 
relay laid down terms 

CAIRO, Wednesday 

E gyptian officials mediating 
talks for a durable truce in 
Gaza met a Palestinian del- 
egation today to relay terms laid 
down by an Israeli team, Palestin- 
ian officials said. 

The Egyptian intelligence me- 
diators had met with the Israeli 
delegation in Cairo during the 
night, the officials said. 

Wednesday’s shuttle diplomacy 
came as a fragile ceasefire in the 
Gaza Strip after a month of fight- 
ing between Hamas and Israeli 
forces appeared to be holding for 
a second day. 

Palestinian officials in Cairo said 
they would respond to the Israeli 
terms through the Egyptian officials, 
although a senior Hamas official has 
already rejected an Israeli demand 
that militants in Gaza disarm. 

Meanwhile international Middle 
East peace envoy Tony Blair and UN 
Middle East peace process coordi- 
nator Robert Serry were scheduled 



to hold talks with Egyptian officials 
later on Wednesday. 

The Egyptian-mediated 72-hour 
ceasefire that went into effect on 
Tuesday has brought relief to both 
sides after fighting that erupted on 
July 8 killed 1,875 Palestinians and 
67 people on the Israeli side. 

The talks in Cairo are aimed at 
securing a durable ceasefire after 
the three-day window closes. 

Experts say the underlying prob- 
lems in Gaza, a small coastal enclave 
flanked by Israel and Egypt that has 
undergone three conflicts with Israel 
since 2008, would also have to be 
addressed. 

US Secretary of State John Kerry, 
in a BBC interview, called for a sus- 
tained ceasefire but stressed that the 
crucial wider issues would need to 
be tackled. 

The Palestinians demand an end 
to the eight -year Israeli blockade of 
Gaza and the release of Palestinian 
prisoners. They are also demanding 
an airport be allowed to operate in 
Gaza. (AFP)

Officials count on cold weather to warm up

Tea prices are still depressed mak- 
ing the first half of the year one of 
the worst performing for Kenya’s top 
forex earner. 

Statistics by regulator, the Tea 
Board of Kenya, said the average 
auction price in June 2014 was $2.03 
a kilogramme against $2.44 for the 
corresponding period last year. 

The average price for the first six 
months in 2014 dropped by 20 per 
cent to $2.24 a kilogramme against 



$2.80 recorded over a similar period 
last year. During the month, 35.4 
million kilogrammes were sold at 
the Mombasa auction against 27.9 
million kilogrammes sold in June 
last year. 

However, persistent cold weather 
and poor rainfall dampened produc- 
tion in tea-growing areas west of the 
Rift Valley where output decreased 
from 22.0 million kilogrammes re- 
corded in June 2013 to 20.6 million 
kilogrammes. 

The drop was largely in Kericho, 
Bomet, Kisii, and Nakuru counties. 



Plantation volumes fell while small 
holder growers continued to increase 
output. 

“Average production for the first 
half of the year was 0.19 per cent 
lower from 225.6 million kilogrammes 
recorded during the corresponding 
period of 2013 to 225.1 million 
kilogrammes,” the board said in a 
statement yesterday 

Officials, however, hope that the 
current cold spell in main tea growing 
regions could trigger an improvement 
in prices while boosting demand for 
the beverage. Tea production for

the month of June was 31.9 million 
kilogrammes, against 30.5 million 
kilogrammes recorded during the 
corresponding month of 2013. The 
marginal increase in production was 
largely attributed to occasional light 
rainfall condition which was expe- 
rienced in the east of Rift Valley 
following which the region’s output 
rose from 8.4 million kilogrammes 
to 11.3 million kilogrammes. 

Egypt is still the leading export des- 
tination for Kenyan tea accounting for 
9.9 million kilogrammes accounting 
for 23 per cent of the total volume.

The US Government is working 
with African governments and 
public and private sector players 
to increase access to electricity 
in six Africa countries including 
Kenya.

M aize seed subsidies have been 
cancelled a year after they 
were introduced. 

The Ministry of Agriculture 
abolished the subsidies after audits 
established that stockists were not 
selling the seeds to farmers at subsi- 
dised prices. 

The Kenya Seed Company said this 
will push up seed prices by an average 
of 20 per cent. 

Managing director Willy Bett told 
the Nation on phone that the audits 
showed that stockist in many parts 
of the country were selling the seeds 
to farmers at inflated prices. 

“Part of our duty as a state entity is 
to ensure governments directives are 
adhered to and achieve their intended

purpose, but our audits revealed that 
agents and seed stockists were enrich- 
ing themselves from the subsidies,” 
Mr Bett said in the interview. 

Maize prices have now been raised 
by SI130 a kilogramme putting on hold 
the drive started last year. It had been 
intended to increase access to qual- 
ity seeds by farmers to boost food 
production. 

Traders were selling the seeds 
above the recommended prices in 
Ukambani, Central Kenya, Nairobi, 
South rift and the former Nyanza 
province. 

Paying more 

While a kilogramme of subsidised 
maize seed was to retail at Sh300, 
Mr Bett said farmers in these areas 
were paying up to Sh8o above the 
recommended cost. 

“We recommend retail prices at our 
distributorships but we have no con- 
trol over what the farmer ultimately 
pays for,” he said. 

The seed subsidies introduced in 
2013 were aimed at increasing maize 
production with prices being reduced 
by an average of 16.7 per cent. 

A 10 kilogramme bag of the plant- 
ing seeds was slashed from Shi, 500 
to Sh8oo while a 25 kilogramme bag 
fell from Sh4,500 to Sh3,750.

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Big banks a threat to economy, say US regulators 



Phone giants agree 
to stop cases for 
alleged theft of 
operating systems 
outside US territory 

SEOUL, Wednesday 

A rch-rivals Samsung and 
Apple today decided to 
drop all patent disputes 
outside the United States, 
marking a partial ceasefire in 
a long-running legal war be- 
tween the world’s two largest 
smartphone makers. 

Both companies have been 
locked in a three-year battle of 
litigative attrition in close to 
a dozen countries, with each 
accusing the other of infring- 
ing on various patents related 
to their flagship smartphones 
and tablets. 

But neither has managed 
to deliver a knock-out blow 
with a number of rulings going 
different ways. Today’s an- 
nouncement suggested a line 
was finally being drawn. 

“Samsung and Apple have 
agreed to drop all litigation 
between the two companies 
outside the United States,” 
Samsung said in a state- 
ment. 

However, the agreement 
came with one key caveat, 
with the two giants stressing 



that they would continue “to 
pursue the existing cases in 
US courts.” 

The patent row started in 
earnest back in 2011, when 
Apple sued Samsung in a 
US court and swiftly went 
trans-continental with cases 
being heard in South Korea, 
Germany, Japan, Italy, the 
Netherlands, England, 
France and Australia among 
others. 

Apple has accused its South 
Korean rival of massive and 
wilful copying of its designs 
and technology for smart- 
phones and tablets, and has 
asked for a bar on US sales 
of Samsung smartphones and 
tablet computers. 

Used without permission 

Samsung has counter- 
claimed that Apple had used 
some of its technology with- 
out permission. 

The two firms had been 
pushed into talks in early 
February by a US court order 
that saw Apple chief executive 
Tim Cook and his Samsung 
mobile communications 
counterpart JK Shin attend a 
full-day negotiation session, 
along with their advisers and 
legal teams. 

But despite several follow- 
ups, the mediator’s settlement 
proposal was not taken up 
and the litigation continued. 
(AFP) 



NEW YORK, Wednesday 

US regulators warned yes- 
terday that 11 giant banks had 
unrealistic contingency plans 
in the event of bankruptcy, 
noting that if they failed, they 
could plunge the world into a 
new financial crisis. 

The Federal Reserve and 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation said the titans, 
popularly known as “those too 
big to fail,” must make better 



plans to alter their firms should 
they get into trouble. 

FDIC vice-chairman Thomas 
Hoenig said they had failed to 
show “how, in failure, any one 
of these firms could overcome 
obstacles to entering bank- 
ruptcy without precipitating 
a financial crisis.” 

“The plans provide no cred- 
ible or clear path through 
bankruptcy that doesn’t re- 
quire unrealistic assumptions 
and direct or indirect public 



support,” Hoenig warned.

Elite runners are expected to grace 
the event whose main purpose is to 
conserve the Ndakaini Dam that sup- 



plies water to one million people in 
Nairobi. Each runner will register 
with Kshs 1,000. Registration can 
take place online, a first for the race 
in its decade-long history. 

Cash prize increased 

Speaking during the registration 
launch yesterday at the UAP offices, 
in Upper Hill, the company’s Manag- 
ing Director, James Wambugu revealed 
that the cash prize for this year’s event 



had been increased to Shi. 3 million. 

The winners of the half marathon 
men and women races will bag 
Sh200,000 each up from Shi50,ooo 
last year.

19th Africa Athletics 
Championships scheduled for Au- 
gust 10-14 in Marakech, Morocco. 

Unlike the previous continental 
championships, where we have 
been represented by the ‘B’ class 
athletes, I am happy this time we 
will have some of our best runners 
gracing the event. 

And while we dominated the 
middle and long distance races at 
the Commonwealth Games, Africa 
Championships will no doubt pose 
a bit of a challenge. In Marakech, we 
confront our arch-rivals Ethiopia. 

I am sure they have been in 
training and will no doubt capi- 
talise on our fatigue after Glasgow 
to show us what they are made of. 
But knowing Kenyans, Glasgow 
just acted as an inspiration and I 
am sure we will be the team to beat 
in Morocco. 

It is a chance for us to rectify some 
of the mistakes in Glasgow, where 
we allowed our neighbours Uganda 
to run away with the 10,000m gold 
medal.

I just hope Kenya’s Josphat Bett 
will be careful this time not to en- 
gage in photo-finish drama, which 
gifted Uganda’s Moses Kipsiro the 
gold medal in Glasgow. 

Ethiopians seem to be overtaking 
us in the women’s steeplechase and 
we will have to tread carefully just 
to prove to them that the produc- 
tion line in Kenya in still very much 
functioning. 

There is equally no guarantee in 
the women’s 10,000m where we 
continue to blow hot and cold and 
the men and women’s 5,000m. With- 
out the world record holder David 
Rudisha in the 800m, the race could 
be anyone’s game even though I be- 
lieve Kenya’s Ferguson Rotich will 
be seeking to revive himself. 

Our performance at the Africa 
championships will give an indica- 
tion of how well we are prepared for 
the World Championships next year 
in Beijing. Besides Ethiopians, our 
Ugandan brothers are also becoming 
stubborn and even in Morocco. 

Our very own Julius Yego will also 
have a challenge in javelin with Egyp- 
tian Ihab A 1 Sayed Abdelrahman out 
to prove a point. 

The Egyptian achieved a personal 
best of 89.21 in May this year during 
the Shanghai Grand Prix and will 
be seeking more glory. In the last 
championships in Porto Nove, Benin, 
Kenya finished second with 9 gold, 
9 silver and 9 bronze medals. I wish 
them an even better performance 
in Marakech.

K enyan glamour club Gor Mahia 
begin their quest for the Cecafa 
Kagame Cup tomorrow in Ki- 
gali, Rwanda aiming to go far in the 
elite regional club championship. 

A squad of 20 players and the 
technical bench led by outgoing coach 
Bobby Williamson jetted out yesterday 
morning aboard Rwanda Air to land in 
Kigali a few minutes past llam ready 
for the rigorous two-week regional 
football extravaganza. 

K’Ogalo have been prominent ab- 
sentees from the annual eastern Africa 
tourney that brings together league 
champions of the region’s countries. 

Making a return after a 19-year 
absence will no doubt inspire them 
as they bid to win the title for the 
fourth time after their conquests in 
1980,1981 and 1985. 

Though there is an enormous gulf 
between the all- conquering squad of 
the 1980s that brought glory and 
honour to the country by sweeping all 
before them including the 1987 African 
Cup popularly known as Mandela Cup 
now renamed Confederations Cup and 
the current average outfit, Gor still 
habour hopes of going head -to -head 
with the region’s best. 

The Kenyan champions have been 
placed in Pool B alongside Rwanda 
giants APR, who gave them a 5-1 hid- 
ing in 2009 in a Confederation Cup 
preliminary round tie, Kampala Capital 
City Authority of Uganda, Atletico of 
Burundi and Djibouti’s Telecom. 
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We are going there not

Erratic first choice goalkeeper and 
skipper Jerim Onyango will also have 
to forget his schoolboy errors, the 
defense must be rock solid, midfield 
dynamic and the attack lethal. 

The diminutive Dan Sserunkuma, 
who has over the past two seasons 
built a reputation of a lethal goal 
poacher, will once again be expected 
to lead K’Ogalo’s frontline. 

Second striker, youngster Timothy 
Otieno, who has shown much prom- 
ise since bursting onto the big stage 
a month ago, will be reason enough 



for the Kenyan champions to relish 
their chances. 

Speaking to Daily Nation Sport 
on Monday evening prior to the 
team’s departure, head coach Bobby 
Williamson, 52, who has won four 
Cecafa Senior Challenge Cup titles 
with Uganda Cranes, stressed on the 
need of having a good outing. 

“It’s a major tournament and Gor 
is a big club; a big brand in this part 
of the world. 

We are going there not just as a club 
but also to represent the nation and we 
must do our best to bring the honour 
and glory to the country,” he said. 

“It will be a tough tournament but 
we will aim to do our best.” The 40th 



edition of the tourney has attracted 14 
teams with Yanga, (Tanzania), Coffee 
(Ethiopia), Rayon Sports (Rwanda), 
Atlbara (South Sudan), and KMKM

Gor Mahia have started the 
search for a new coach after the 
appointment of their man Bobby 
Williamson as manager of Kenya’s 
Harambee Stars. 

Gor Mahia chairman Ambrose 
Rachier yesterday said due to 
financial constrains the club was 
currently facing, they will have to 
go for a local tactician. 

Rachier says the club will release 
the Scotsman to the national team 
after Gor Mahia returns from 
Rwanda where they will be par- 
ticipating in the East and Central 
Africa Club championships. 

“We are going to let him go. We 
have had talks with the federation 
and seeing no reason in holding 
onto him. However, he remains 
part of the Gor Mahia family and 
we will be consulting him for some 
guidance,” Rachier said. 

Asked who the club had in mind, 
Rachier said : “We are looking both 
locally and beyond Kenyan borders 
but you will have to agree that with 
the financial woes we are facing, we 
will have to settle for somebody we 
can afford and I don’t think that 
person will be from abroad.” 

Walked out on club 

Williamson joined Gor Mahia in 
June last season replacing Croatian 
Zdravko Logarusic who walked out 
on the club after disagreeing on 
contractual issues. 

The Scotsman was an instant hit 
guiding Gor Mahia to the Kenyan 
Premier League title for the first 
time in 18 years. 

But when Football Kenya Federa- 
tion offered him a chance early this 
week to handle Kenya following the 
sacking of Belgian Adel Amrouche 
after Harambee Stars’ exit from the 
2015 Africa Cup of Nations quali- 
fiers, Williamson accepted the offer 
and he will be cutting short his con- 
tract with the Kenyan giants. 

“It’s an honour to coach the na- 
tional team of Kenya and I had a 
talk with my employers Gor Mahia 
who gave me their blessings,” he 
said. 

“I will still be at the club for 
the Kagame Cup and I hope we 
do well in the competition,” said 
Williamson. 

“It will be an emotional exit from 
Gor Mahia because it has become 
my home. This is a great club with 
very passionate fans.”

Two more medallists from the 
recently concluded Commonwealth 
Games in Glasgow arrived in the 
country yesterday morning. 

Stephen Chemlany, who won silver 
in the marathon, and Joyce Wambui 
Njunguna, who scooped bronze in 
powerlifting, arrived to a low key 
reception at the Jomo Kenyatta in- 
ternational Airport. 

The duo nearly passed unnoticed 
since they were not wearing the Ken- 
yan kit nor displaying their medals. 

The two arrived at 6.10 am via Am- 
sterdam along with the cycling team 
led by their captain David Kinja. 

Chemlany was the first off the 
International Arrivals section look- 
ing tired as he pushed the trolley 



carrying his luggage. He was met by 
his family that included his brothers 
and uncles who appeared delighted 
to see him. 

He expressed disappointment at 
failing to scoop the gold medal that 
many expected blaming the weather 
for his shortcomings. 

He was overtaken five kilometres to 
the end of the 42km race by Australian 
Michael Shelley who went on to win 
the marathon to shock of the world 
and indeed Kenya. 

Chemlany settled for silver after 
clocking 2:11:58. Defending cham- 
pion John Kelai and Eric Ndiema 
all of whom arrive back with Chem- 
lany sunk to fifth and sixth places, 
managing 2:12: 41 and 2:13: 44 
respectively. 

“The rains totally messed up and 
cost us victory, we began well but the 



minute the weather changed, we were 
doomed”, the 32 year old said. 

He further said the preparations for 
the Club Games were not conducive 
especially the lack of training kits that 
was a problem for the whole team. 

“I hope we can put this behind us 
and prepare well for the world Cham- 
pionship and also the Olympics”, he 
added.

History-chasing 
Ibrahimovic just 
can’t stop scoring

Paris 

I t was business as usual for Zlatan 
Ibrahimovic as he scored both goals 
against Guingamp to win France’s 
season-opening Champions Trophy 
for Paris Saint-Germain in Beijing 
last weekend. 

One long-range thunderbolt and then 
a penalty had the Ligue 1 title-holders 
on the way to a 2-0 victory inside just 
20 minutes, and gave the rest of France 
a glimpse of what could be to come in 
the season ahead. 

In a poll in the popular sports daily 
L’Equipe this week, 81 percent of 
those asked believed PSG would win 
a third successive championship and 
65 percent said that the Swedish striker 
would be the top scorer for the third 
year running. 

Other world-class talents, such as 
E dins on Cavani, Radamel Falcao and 
James Rodriguez, have come, and in the 
latter’s case, gone from France in the 
last two years, but none can rival Zla- 
tan’s personality on or off the field. 

Spell trouble 

His presence may spell trouble to 
PSG’s rivals, but his importance to 
the overall image of a French game 
which struggles to generate the same 
level of interest as its English, Span- 
ish or German counterparts cannot be 
underestimated. 

With a total of 1.84 million, Ibra- 
himovic has more Twitter followers 
than any French club, PSG included, 
and PSG’s Twitter homepage is em- 
blazoned with a picture of the Swede 
celebrating a goal. 

Speaking of goals, he has already 
rewritten records since arriving in 
France from AC Milan in 2012 and he 
is on course to keep on doing so in the 
campaign ahead. 

In 2012-13, he became the first player 
to score 30 goals in a French top-flight 
season since Jean-Pierre Papin for Mar- 
seille in 1990 and he followed that with 
26 goals in the last campaign, 10 more 
than any other player. Despite missing 
much of the latter stages of last season 
due to injury, he still mustered a total 
of 40 goals in all competitions, beating 



the previous individual club best of 39 
set by Carlos Bianchi in 1978. 

As a result, he already lies sixth in 
the capital club’s list of all-time lead- 
ing scorers, with 78. And if he keeps 
scoring at his present rate, he could 
overtake Pedro Pauleta’s record tally 
of 109 this season. 

“When I came to Paris, I said that 
I wanted to make history,” said Ibra- 
himovic after beating Guingamp last 
weekend. “I am starting my third 
season here and we have already won 
five trophies. 

“I still have a strong desire to win 
every match. We have written our 
names down in history and we con- 
tinue to do so.” He has already won 
nine league titles in spells in the Neth- 
erlands, Italy, Spain and France, but the 
main goal for Tbra’ now must be to win 
the Champions League, a competition 
in which he has often failed to deliver 
in the biggest matches. 

He will turn 33 in October, so there 
will not be many more chances for a 
player whose contract at the Parc des 
Princes runs through to 2016. 

But he comes into this season seem- 
ingly more settled and fresh than ever 
before. Sweden’s failure to qualify 
meant Zlatan did not take part at the 
World Cup, although he was still one 
of the last PSG players to report back 
for pre-season training. 

But having declared that “a World 
Cup without me is nothing to watch”, 
he did make it to Brazil and was spot- 
ted alongside PSG president Nasser 
Al-Khelaifi in the crowd.

Tough laws to tame boda bodas 



Rules come as a result 
of a sharp increase 
in fatalities from 
motorcycle accidents

B oda Bodas will be fined 
Sh2 0,000 for flouting traffic 
laws under new safety regu- 
lations. The tough laws targeting 
owners, riders and passengers which 
came into effect on Saturday, prohibit 
boda boda from carrying more than 
one passenger. 

The rules also require them to 
register with transport and safety 
committees in each county, and 
restrict their runs within specified 
counties. Those intending to change 
must first inform their county trans- 
port and safety committees. 

The motorcyclists are not allowed 
into the Central Business District of 
any city or the centre of any town. 
They must also end their business 
after llpm and must not start earlier 
than 5 am. 

National Transport and Safety Au- 
thority director-general Francis Meja 
told a press conference in Nairobi yes- 
terday that the regulations were as a 
result of a sharp increase in fatalities 
from boda boda accidents. 

Mr Meja said that by July 8, about

231 people had died from boda boda 
accidents compared to 189 last 
year. 

“While we have noted a significant 
drop in the number of deaths from 
passenger service vehicles, fatalities 
from boda boda accidents have been 
on a sharp increase,” Mr Meja said. 

He added that the rules would effec- 
tively curb the menace that has been 
rampant as the motorbikes flout traffic 
rules with wanton abandon. 

They are known to carry exces- 
sive passengers, jump traffic lights 
and ride with little regard for other 
road users. 



There are several cases where they 
ride on the wrong side of the road 
and are reputed for ganging up against 
other motorists when one of them is 
involved in an accident. 

“Some of them ride dangerously 
with no protective gear, helmet or 
reflective jackets,” the transport au- 
thority director noted. 

The new rules place responsibility 
on motorcycle owners, riders and pas- 
sengers, who also risk imprisonment 
for six months. 

A passenger must now demand a 
reflective jacket and helmet to avoid 
being arrested. Owners must ensure

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Government to help low 
cadre staff to own houses 



THE GOVERNMENT HAS invited 
private investors to put up 10,000 
housing units in Nairobi for its lower 
cadre civil servants. 

The low-cost units will be built in Park 
Road, Starehe, under a public private 
partnership model, with the government 
providing the land. 

Under the government home 
ownership scheme, the workers, who 
include clerks, secretaries and office 
assistants, will pay a 10 per cent deposit,

Construction will take about three 
years while repayment for the houses 
will take up to 18 years, with one unit 
estimated to cost about Sh800,000.

The law will give county 
government powers to 
charge the fee on those 
applying for change of use, 
change in plot ratio and 
subdivision of land.

county. 

The Bill says that the 
money charged will be 
put in a special fund and 
used to develop county 
infrastructure and provide 
basic services.

When it comes to colours, 
bright hues appeal not just to 
children, but to adults as well, 
even though they tend to show 
the stains more.

The 
furniture will look as good as 
new when the slipcover is no 
longer needed.

IF BRIAN AND JILL Faherty s 
home looks a little like a catalogue, 
there’s a good reason. Faherty is 
the owner of Schoolhouse Electric 
& Supply Co, the lighting and 
housewares company based in 
Portland, Oregon, and his ranch- 
style house here is where most of 
the catalogues are shot. 

But it’s also where he tests 
products in development, and 
where he and his wife are raising 
three children (JP, 12; Greta, 11; and 
Audrey, six). So, while it may look 
as if everything is arranged just so, 
the opposite is, in fact, true. Things 
are constantly in flux, and function 
is more important than appearance. 

The main piece of furniture in 
the family room, for instance, is an 
Ikea sofa. 

“We added brass-walnut 
accented legs for a sleeker look,” 
says Brian Faherty, 50. “We like to 
invest in some things for enduring 
quality, but a sectional couch 
with three kids? How long is that 
going to last before it has to be 
reupholstered?” 

He adds: “We don’t want to be 
worried about our couch. We live 
here.” 

Even the house was chosen for 
its utility, and for the ways in which 
it differed from their previous 
home, a colonial-style house with 
great bones but very small rooms. 

As Jill Faherty, 44, a product 
developer for Schoolhouse Electric, 
says: “We had a 4,700-square- 
foot house, but we’d end up in the 
150-square-foot TV room to be 
together.” 

Like many of the couple’s 
products, their new 3,200-square- 
foot house has a midcentury 
foundation, but the design has 
been reimagined for modern 
life. In this case, that involved 
reconfiguring the layout of the 1958 



house, which they bought in 2012 
for $785,000 (Sh68.3 million), but 
retaining its footprint and the three 
brick fireplaces. 

Ben Waechter, a local architect, 
created a family-friendly floor plan 
for them, with wide hallways, large 
windows and a central living space 
that combined the dining room, 
kitchen, home office and family 
room. 

“They wanted a single-story 
house made of forms and materials 
that would transcend any idea 
of time or style,” Waechter says. 
“Images of Swedish courtyard 
farmhouses came to mind.” 

The renovation, which was 
completed in only five months, cost 
about $500,000 (Sh43.5 million). 

Although (or perhaps because) 
the new house has less space, Brian 
Faherty says, it functions better 
than the large house they gave up. 

“We live in every square inch of 
this house,” he says. “There’s no 
wasted space at all.” 

And considering that “it’s going 
by so fast with our kids,” he says, 
what’s even better is that “it’s like 
the family lodge here. We get to 
see so much more of them.” 

With all that open space and an 
outdoor dining area framed by the 
house, you would think this would 
be a good place for parties, too. 

But the Fahertys, it seems, rarely 
entertain.

OPEN DOOR 

Give glass a chance by starting at 
the very fore of your home - your 
front door.

T he bedroom is no doubt the most 
intimate and most functional room 
in the house. That’s because it’s the 
place most people retreat to after 
a long day at work. 

As a result, people are very particular 
when it comes to designing it, and many 
try to personalise the space. 

According to Ms Rebecca Siwa, an interior 
designer with Ficuz Designs, one of the best 
ways to add that personal touch to the 
bedroom is through vintage decor. 

“Vintage style is charmingly old-fashioned, 
affectionately cozy, and, at times, cheerfully 
upbeat,” she says, adding, “The unique thing 
about vintage decor is that it goes contrary 
to modern decor trends. It appeals to those 
who enjoy having varnished console tables, 
or take pleasure in repurposed patios and 
chairs with no upholstery. 

So, if you find old buildings exotic 
and anything old-fashioned generally 
appealing, have decoupage images as your 
wall hangings. 

Adding that vintage decor has a great 
ability to bring out the serenity of a room. 
“Vintage bedrooms are all about maintaining 
peace and forging harmony between the 



old and new, so it is important to avoid 
clutter. 

However, Ms Siwa notes, it is important 
to practise restraint, given that there is so 
much to choose from. 

“The idea is to assemble the decor over 
time and not add every antique you come 
across,” she says. 

Theme 

Ms Siwa says it is important to find a 
theme that suits your personality. This 
involves deciding on the colour schemes, 
devising a decorating theme, establishing 
your decorating motif and finding an 
inspiration. 

“Inspiration can come from a specific 
period, an evocative artwork piece, like, say, 
the background of the Mona Lisa artwork, a 
vintage decor item (table, quilt, wallpaper) 
or even old school furniture.” 

This means that if you are a fan of 
liberation struggles, a sepia-toned wall 
hanging of freedom fighters would be a 
good focal point in your decorative theme. 
“This will create a feature wall and, to make it 
even more engaging, you can make a mosaic 
using remnants of wallpapers or fabrics to 
create a quilt -like pattern,” she says. 

Furniture and carpet 

To begin with, using well-worn wooden 
furniture pieces such a dressing table, 
bookcase or armoires create a vintage 
mood. 

“For the bed, a statuesque iron or brass 



bed would be ideal, but if the budget allows, 
a four-poster bed of the same will fit in as 
the center piece,” she suggests. In addition, 
antique or objects such as a carved wood 
wall clock or wind-up alarm clock, tiffany 
lamp, or antique fans and pots, will anchor 
your bedroom to the yesteryears. You can 
complete the look by having shapely mirrors 
or salvaged windows on the walls. 

Then, instead of having sitting furniture in 
the bedroom, she says, get afootlocker, and 
instead of a bedside table, use a commode 
cabinets or old tea cart. 

“The key thing is to be always on the 
lookout for any vintage furniture item and 
consider its aesthetic function for your 
bedroom,” she points says. For instance, 
having faded oriental carpets or handmade 
rugs sets a good mood and also offers 
ageless appeal.” 

The look can be further enhanced with 
embossed tin tiles on the ceiling. 

The walls and hangings 

The choice of colour of these two 
determines the decorative objects you 
will acquire. It helps in creating backdrops 
that showcase your colour palette in 
complementary shades and accents. 

“If you acquired the decorative objects 
before painting, the walls should be painted 
a colour that complements or blend with 
from the main fabric.” If that’s not the case, 
the fabric on the old furniture and wallpaper 
details should be updated to complement 
that of the walls. 



Developers to face penalties for projects that exceed five years 



BYACORRESPONENT 

DEVELOPERS COULD face 
penalties for construction works 
that take more than five years, if 
the draft Physical Planning Bill sails 
through Parliament in its current 
form. 

This is likely to affect those 
who do partial developments and 
use the completed sections to 
generate income to finance the 
construction of the remaining 
parts of the buildings. “Where an 
applicant is granted development 
permission for building works, that 
applicant shall complete those 
building works within five years 
after receiving the development 



permission,” the Bill says. 

“The planning authority might 
impose conditions or a fine to 
be prescribed in regulations on 
an applicant for development 
permission for building works 
where that applicant fails to 
complete the building works within 
five years,” it adds. 

This means that counties, which 
grant development permission, 
will be free to invoice those whose 
structures are incomplete after the 
prescribed period. 

In many instances, loan-averse 
developers opt to build several 
floors, which they then put to use 
before ploughing back the income 
to complete the building. This 



usually takes several years. 

The provision will also affect 
individual home owners who 
abandon the construction of 
their houses midway. Some have 
remained shells for many years. 

The Bill further gives leeway to 
the planning authority to impose 
conditions on those who fail to 
begin work a year after they were 
granted development permission. 
If such a developer seeks an 
extension, he may face some 
unspecified conditions. 

“Where the planning authority 
extends development permission, 
it may impose conditions on the 
applicant that it considers fit,” the 
Bill states. 



Development permission 
lapses after one year if the work 
has not started, necessitating an 
application for extension if the 
developer wishes to continue with 
the project. 

The Bill also establishes the 
office of the Director-General of 
Physical Planning, who will be 
the chief government adviser on 
all matters relating to physical 
planning. 

It also sets out the procedure 
for the development of national, 
regional, county and area physical 
development plans, which will 
be the policy guides for physical 
development in the respective 
areas.

T he high costs of construction 
and finance have made 
housing unaffordable to low- 
and middle -income earners. 
However, people are coming up with 
some creative solutions, among them 
using shipping containers. 

The interest in using containers 
to build homes was prompted by the 
need to remove hundreds of thousands 
of containers sitting in US and other 
ports around the world. Besides, they 
reduced cost of construction. By 2005, 
there were an estimated 700,000 in 
US ports alone due to the increase in 
imports from China. 

But by the end of 2007, the stocks 
at US ports were reportedly down by 
about 25 per cent, and the interest 
being the strength and versatility of 



steel container homes, not the surplus 
or low cost. 

After nearly three years of much 
publicity, hype and interest, the trend 
is growing. And it is not because of the 
US and global economy, but because 
these steel modules are strong, easy to 
use and versatile. 

For instance, two university students 
in Washington used 18 shipping 
containers to build a four-storey 
apartment after demolishing the house 
that stood on the land. They realised 
that it was cheaper, and faster, to erect 
a building using the 8x40 foot boxes 
than build a brand new house. 

Many such housing units are 
coming in some major towns in 
Kenya, especially Nairobi, which 
is experiencing and acute housing 
shortage. 

In Kenya, containers are supplied by 
Almar Containers (East Africa), which 
has more than 25 years’ experience in 
the business. 

Meanwhile, the National Housing 
Corporation (NHC) is increasing 
the availability of low-cost housing 
materials through its expanded 
polystyrene (EPS) factory in Mavoko, 
Machakos Country. The factory,

established in May 2012, has an 
annual production capacity of 126,720 
panels, which translates to 460,800 
square metres of construction materials 
annually. 

The factory is part of the NHC’s 
vision to ensure that Kenyans are 
decently housed. 

The EPS panels are considered 
suitable for construction because 
they are affordable, availabilie, safe, 
an durable. They are as good as other 
construction materials, and even better 
in terms of construction speed. 

The factory will contribute 
directly towards employment 
creation, especially when operating 
at full capacity, as well as indirectly 
through distributors, contractors and 
artisans. 

EPS Technology will reduce the use 
of quarry stones/bricks, and to some 
extent, timber as well. 

Mr Andrew Saisi, the general 
manager of the Mavoko factory, says 
EPS technology is a radical departure 
from traditional technologies, which, 



he notes, had enabled the NHC to build 
only 55,0000 since 1953 (60 years). And 
this in a country with an annual demand 
of 200,000 houses, and in which other 
developers chip in with 50,000 units, 
leaving a deficit of about 150,000 units. 
This has fuelled the mushrooming of 
informal settlements, especially in 
urban areas. 

Mr Saisi notes that persisting 
with the traditional method of using 
brick and mortar will not resolve the 
country’s housing shortage, given 
the challenges faced this mode of 
construction faces. 

And while using stones appears 
cheap, quarries do not produce enough 
since the process is labour-intensive. 

To change the situation, NHC looked 
at how countries like South Africa, 
Morocco, Algeria, Egypt, Singapore 
and some Europen and North American 
countries had approached the housing 
challenge. 

Mr Saisi cites the example of South 
Africa, which was able to put up a 
million houses between 1994 and 



2004 (a decade). To-date, it has built 
more than two million houses using 
this technology - in a span of two 
decades. 

Considering this remarkable success, 
NHC settled on EPS as the technology 
to help the country meet its housing 
needs. 

Why? 

“This technology is simple - akin 
to what the Maasai use to build 
manyattas,” explained Mr. Saisi. “It 
takes just a day to erect an EPS wall 
once the foundation has been built. 

He adds that, compared to traditional 
building technology, EPS offers cost 
savings of up to 30 per cent. Moreover, 
houses built using EPS are stronger 
than those built using stones. 

The use of EPS panels is expected 
to reduce not just the construction 
period, but direct and indirect building 
costs. 

The major advantages of using EPS 
panels are that construction is fast and 
economical, while providing a product 
that is superior to the traditional house.

With the establishment of its factory 
that produces the EPS panels, the 
National Housing Corporation 
(NHC) has moved to bridge the 
country's biting housing shortage. 
Using the Expanded Polystyrene 
(EPS) technology, the nation will be 
able to increase the housing stock 
within a short time. 

Mr. Andrew Saisi, the General 
Manager in charge of the EPS 
factory says this technology offers 
the nation the opportunity to build 
more houses quickly and cheaply. 

He said EPS represents a huge 
leap over traditional technologies, 
noting that, for example, NHC has 
managed to build 55,000 houses 
since 1953 (in 60 years), almost at 
the rate of 1 ,000 units annually. This, 
in a country with a current annual 
demand of 200,000 new houses 
and where other developers chip 
in with 50,000 units, leaves a huge 
deficit of about 150,000 units and 
has fuelled the mushrooming of 
informal settlements especially in 
urban areas. 

Mr. Saisi points out that persisting 
with the traditional way of brick 
and mortar would not resolve the 
nation's housing shortage given the 
challenges faced when using this

mode of construction. 

Whereas using stones appears cheap, 
quarries do not produce enough of 
this material as the process is labour- 
intensive.

The use of EPS panels as a substitute 
to traditional materials used in erecting 
walls, stairwells, floors and roofs is 
expected to reduce construction 
periods as well as direct and indirect 
building costs. Besides return on 
capital invested, building a house using 
the EPS panels will significantly take 
less time than when constructing using 
conventional materials such as stones. 

The use of EPS panels enables 
the construction of residential and 
industrial premises using a construction 
system that replaces the traditional 
reinforced concrete and masonry in 
both horizontal and vertical parts that 
is, for roofing, walling and flooring. 
The major advantages of the EPS panel 
system are that construction is fast 



and economical while providing a 
building product that is superior 
in most respects to the traditional 
house. 

To transfer this technology locally, 
there was need to establish a factory 
to produce and supply the required 
construction materials as there was 
no such factory in the country and 
the East and Central African region 
as a whole. 

The potential for this technology 
is immense in the country especially 
among schools, universities and 
other institutions that need to house 
big populations. 

The NHC's EPS factory in Mavoko, 
Machakos County, can produce 
panels to make 10 houses a day 
but has the capacity to double this 
number if there is demand.

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IT IS impressive that you have 
established a business which 
is the source of your income. 
Equally it is notable that you 
are aware of your personal 
and business expenses. But 
with so many competing 
needs, it can be difficult to 
determine how to fix your 
savings plan. 

However, for purposes of 
budgeting, it is important to 
separate personal finances 
from those of the business. 
Having separated the firm’s 
income and expenses, then 
focus on your personal fi- 
nance. For the business, your 
accountant should complete 
this task and forward to you 
an income statement com- 
monly known as a profit and 
loss statement. 

At the personal level, your 



income will take the form 
of a salary or share of profit 
also typically called divi- 
dend.

your ‘wants’ to 30 per cent of 
your income while at least 20 
per cent of your take home 
pay towards savings, servic- 
ing debts and chama contri- 
butions to help you build a 
good financial foundation. 

Flexible spending 

Such a budget will help you 
determine your expenditures. 
We recommend that you first 
subtract your recurring fixed 
expenses and your savings 
from your take home pay. 
This way, you will know the 
balance which you would 
channel to flexible spending 
— the 30 per cent allocation. 



For better results, consider 
automating your savings 
plan. This ensures that you 
“pay yourself first”. Through 
this, you are more likely to 
achieve all your savings goals 
without fail. 

The budget allocation plan 
is a goal which you need to 
achieve first. 

If you cannot reduce the 
cost of your necessities, then 
you should consider ways to 
increase your take home pay 
by boosting your business in- 
come, reducing the operating 
cost of the business as well 
as cutting your debt. 

With your finances, it is

When you can’t innovate a business idea, copy... here is how 



IT IS not a secret that many people 
start their businesses by copying other 
businesses or business ideas. This is 
particularly common in Kenya where 
quite often, euphoria sweeps potential 
entrepreneurs to one business idea, 
they quickly saturate, and then begin 
checking out what someone else may 
be doing differently in order to copy 
once again. Remember the cyber 
cafes, chips joints, quails, simuya jamii, 
M-Pesa agent, exhibition stalls, fish 
farming and what have you. 

Here are some important questions 
to ask yourself. Is the most successful 
way to start and run a business copying 
an already successful business idea? Do 
you incorporate copies of successful 
ideas into your business? Do you 
think you should base your business 
products on what is already selling 
successfully in your target market? 
Should you base your business on how 



others trade in the market? Should you 
copy successful people? Do you copy 
successful people? 

Get it right 

While it is alright to copy business 
ideas, few people can ably copy the 
people who start these business ideas.

You 
can’t quite clone yourself into that 
business person who inspires you but 
you can try and work out some things 
in a way similar to theirs and certainly 



achieve a good measure of success. 

To sustain the business idea you just 
copied, you can’t simply keep copying 
everything. You will need to adapt it 
to the business environment which is 
constantly changing. You will also need 
to own it fully to be able to modify it 
as needed. 

All in all, the best way to learn is 
from those who have succeeded in 
starting and running a business. Make 
a habit to keep examining what is 
working for successful business people, 
from their ideas to how they execute 
them. And, do not just sit and look 
at local business people, the Internet 
is awash with business case studies. 
Venture there, too.

We got in touch with the online 
shop you attempted purchasing a 
product from, Jumia Kenya, and we 
thank its team for handling this mat- 
ter with the urgency it deserves. 

In its response, Jumia noted that 
your transaction has since been re- 
versed. 

You see, when you select an item 
you intend to buy on Jumia website, 
you are given an option to choose 
your preferred mode of payment. 

However, since in your case you 
were based outside Nairobi, the cash 
on delivery option could not apply. 

You were therefore required to 
make payments in full through the 
other payment modes available on 
its website — M-Pesa, Airtel Money, 
Paypal, or Visa card. 

You selected the M-Pesa option 
and proceeded with your transac- 
tion. However, Jumia noted that you 




failed to complete the purchase. The 
firm said, you were expected to fill 
in the transaction number on the 
website before you log out to allow 
the shop get notification of an order 
and therefore dispatch the consign- 
ment to you. 

The team also informed us that it 
have been in communication with 
you explaining what needs to be 
done to fix the matter. 

We hope that this information has 
been of help.

I— building your portfolio of shares 
can be both fun and rewarding. How- 
ever, it has been an upsetting ride for 
some investors in the Nairobi Securi- 
ties Exchange in the last one year. 

While some stocks registered 
decent upswings, some have been 
outright disappointment. To exit or 
not, that could be the question for 
now. Take for instance, within a week, 
Mumias Sugar and Home Afrika’s share 
prices sank twice to 5 2 -week lows. 
Home Afrika’s share at SI13.2 a piece 
as at the end of last week has dropped 
from Sh25 listing price on July 15, last 
year. 

In July alone, the decline in the share 
prices of CIC Insurance, KenGen, Ol- 
ympia Capital and Kapchorua Tea was 
also in double digits, courtesy of under- 
performance and/or tough conditions in 
respective industries. 

Mumias and Home Afrika led the 
worst performers’ pack in July, touch- 
ing fresh lows and sending jitters 
among investors. The property firm, 
the only listed company in the Growth 
Enterprise Market Segment, lost 23.9 
per cent, the highest in the month, to 
settle at SI13.35. In the last year, its share 
price has led the losers band shedding 
43.2 per cent in value. 

Mumias’ share price lost 17.2 per- 
centage points in July to settle at Sh2.4 
becoming the second worst performer 
in the period. In the last one year, the 
counter lost 26.2 per cent. 

CIC Insurance claimed third place in 
the losers’ spectrum, shedding 16.6 per 
cent in July to settle at SI18.3. In the year 
to July, the counter lost 39.5 per cent 
claiming top spot among the top 10 los- 
ers in the period. 

Electricity producer, KenGen, de- 
clined by 15.2 per cent in July to SI19.2 
a unit, but the year-to-date decline is 
much bigger, at 32.1 per cent. 

Building materials’ maker, Olympia 
Capital, saw its share price decline in 
July by 13.3 per cent to SI14.9 a piece. It 
lost 6.5 per cent in the year-to-date. 

TransCentury, Longhorn Publishers 
and Kenya Re were also among the top 
10 biggest losers with single digit share 
slump in July. However, these firms 
share prices plummeted by double dig- 
its in the last one year, also affected by 
the dynamics in their lines of business. 

In the last one year, TransCentury’s 
share price shed 20 per cent to SI123 
per share at the end of July. Longhorn 
lost 18.5 per cent in the last one year to 
settle at Shl6 per share while Kenya Re 
followed closely, declining by 16.5 per 
cent. 

Other counters whose share prices 
have declined significantly are Eveready, 
Uchumi and Kenya Airways.

■ Home Afrika: Has seen its 
share price tumble to Sh3.35 
from listing price of Sh12 in July 
15, 2013. It has shed 43.2 per 
cent in the last one year. 

■ CIC Insurance: In the year to 
July, the counter lost 39.5 per 
cent to trade at Sh8.3. 

■ KenGen: Has declined by 32.1 
per cent in the year to July to 
trade at Sh9.2 a unit. 

■ Mumias Sugar: In the last one 
year, the counter has lost 26.2 
per cent in value to settle at 
Sh2.4 a piece. 

■ Olympia Capital: Has lost 6.5 
per cent in the year-to-date. 




While some counters declined signifi- 
cantly due to the seasonal factors asso- 
ciated with the earnings cycle, analysts 
say, the drop in Home Afrika, Mumias, 
Kenya Airways, Uchumi, and Eveready 
is driven by industry-specific woes. 

Kakuzi, Portland cement, Carbacid, 
Scangroup and TPS East Africa have 
also experienced significant drop in 
their share prices. 

“Some counters are victims of mar- 
ket cycles driven by performance in 
the banking sector, where demand for 
stocks has shifted,” Mr Samuel Gichohi, 
a business development manager at 
NIC Securities, said. 

For instance, Kapchorua Tea is a 
very liquid counter whose performance 
can be driven by even a small trade, he 
notes. However, free-falling Mumias and 
Home Afrika’s shares are due to nega- 
tive investor sentiments. Investors con- 
tinue to remain nervous about Mumias’ 
management woes, debts to banks and 
farmers, sugar hoarding, cane theft, 
high cost of production, and a harsh en- 
vironment. Some analysts also fear the 
firm may be suspended from trading 
should the share price decline further. 
On Wednesday last week, the counter

“Mumias Sugar is an issue of the 
industry. It buys cane expensively, it 
is facing management troubles and the 
sentiment in the industry is not good. 
Some sugar factories are under receiv- 
ership and some investors fear the firm 
could also go under,” Mr Gichohi told 
Money. 

Kenya was recently granted one 
year by Comesa to shield local sugar 
industry from cheap imports, but the 
safeguard expired without any mean- 
ingful headway. The Comesa safeguard 
had been in place for a decade to allow 
millers inject efficiency. 

Mumias has been in the loss-making 
territory since 2012, keeping its revival 
plans in limbo. Last year, it suffered 
Shl.67 billion loss. In April, the firm’s 
chief executive, Mr Peter Kebati, was 
sent home on allegations of abetting 
import of cheap sugar.

the shares from institutional investors 
that have no appetite for below invest- 
ment grade securities,” analysts at Old 
Mutual said last week. 

Property development firm, Home 
Afrika, has also left a bitter taste in in- 
vestors’ mouths. From a listing price of 
Shl2 per share in July 2013, the firm’s 
share price rallied to Sh25 per share on 



its listing day. But it 
has since tumbled to a 
resounding low of SI13.2 
apiece. 

“In stock markets, you ex- 
pose yourself to all sorts of market 
perceptions. Perhaps, the market is of 
the view that the real estate market 
is not performing well, which is not 
true,” Home Afrika’s chief executive, 
Mr Ng’ang’a Njoroge, said in defence 
of the firm. 

Analysts have put to question Home 
Afrika’s strategy in executing giant 
projects. Most of its ambitious prop- 
erty projects have remained on paper. 



Such projects are long-term and may 
take years to complete before they start 
paying off. But, its first phase of the 
Mitini project is set to open doors for 
occupation a month from now accord- 
ing to Mr Ng’ang’a. 

Battery maker Eveready, on the 
other hand has suffered the brunt of 
dumping cheap and substandard bat- 
tery in Kenya. This has persistently 
hurt its performance and significantly 
eroded its share price to Shi.9 as at the 
close of trading on August 1. It listed on 
the NSE in 2006 at SI19.5 a share. 

Expectation of weak earnings from 
Uchumi Supermarket has also de- 
pressed its share price by 42 per cent 
year-to-date. The firm’s plan to raise 
Shl.5 billion through a rights issue con- 
tinues to hang in limbo. The supermar- 
ket’s share price has in the year ending 
August 1, lost 37.63 per cent to settle at 
12.1 per share. 

Analysts say that more inves- 
tors have continued to exit the poor

hen Job Ng’ang’a 
came to Nakuru 25 years ago, 
his focus was rather simple 
— to sell candies, biscuits and 
groundnuts. And since he was 
naive in the business, quite 
often, council askaris held him 
for being on the wrong side of 
the law 

His business did not flour- 
ish as he hoped and soon he 
was hired to iron clothes for a 
ShlOO wage per day. He could 
hardly live on the meagre pay 
and so he started selling green 
vegetables at Ponda Mali open 
air market on the outskirts of 
the bustling town. Here, he 
met the council askaris, again, 
and many were the times he 
was arrested for failing to pay 
Sh200 fees. 

“It was a difficulty time for 
me. I was shown the door by 
a relative whom I was living 
with. And for almost a year, I 
slept on a heap of dry leaves,” 
he told Money.

But, due to his undying 
hope, Mr Ng’ang’a turned to 
second hand clothes’ business. 
This saw him travel to Kibuye 
market in Kisumu and Kericho 
selling mitumba. But owing 
to the rigours involved in the 
trade, he closed shop but not 
before raising savings to buy a 
sewing machine which he used 
to pitch tent outside Shik Park 
View Hotel along Kenyatta Av- 
enue, in Nakuru. 

“I bought an old tailoring 
machine, paid Sh2,500 good- 
will and started my business. 
I was paying a monthly rent of 
Sh500 to the hotel,” he says. 

Given that the income was 
low, he introduced his wife 
to the trade. She tailored the 
clothes as Mr Ng’ang’a hawked 
them. 

Employment 

Amon, the name he is popu- 
larly known by his customers, 
has steadily built a clothing 
business empire and today his 
Classic Boutique at the heart 
of Nakuru is a beehive of activ- 
ity where customers scramble 
for the latest designer shoes, 
handbags, belts, and clothes. 

And for a man who could not 
raise Sh25 bus fair to Nakuru 
not long ago, today his invest- 
ment has a stock of at least 
Sh500,000. 

“My joy today is that I have 
created employment and my 
six workers are my source of 
joy and encouragement be- 
cause I would not like to see 
anybody go through what I 
underwent in life,” he says as 
he attends to a customer who 
is attracted by a handbag on

display. 

Despite his achievement so 
far, he is not resting on his 
laurels. Already, he has opened 
four new shops. That’s not 
all, he is a regular traveller to 
Taiwan, Beijing, Dubai, Turkey 
where he buys his products. 

When Amon, 41, bought 
sweets worth Shioo at a whole- 
sale shop and started hawking 
in Nakuru over two decades 
ago, he didn’t know that he 
was setting the foundation 
stone for a business empire 
worth about Sh2 million and 
still counting. 

As his business gathers 
steam, banks which previously 
dismissed him as unworthy of 
credit have been wooing him 
relentlessly. 

“I applied for a Sh300,000 
loan at Equity Bank and this 
money has played a key role in 
setting up my present business 
premises,” he said. 

In retrospect, the father of 



twin boys and a girl has his 
tenacity to thank. Through his 
trade, he has bought a house at 
upmarket Kiamunyi estate and 
a sleek car as well. 

“When you set your eyes on 
any business, never give up or 
lose hope. That is what has 
been driving me all along.” 

Taste of Kenyans 

At the same time, he says, he 
has survived in the competitive 
business by mastering the taste 
of Kenyans whom he describes 
as keen on international trends 
in fashion. 

“In this business, you may 
have enough money, but if 
you are not creative, you are 
likely to close shop. This is so 
because Kenyans who want 
to spend their hard-earned 
money don’t like cheap prod- 
ucts,” he says, adding that 
entrepreneurial skills, and not 
money, are critical in driving 
any investment.

Meltdown 

Under six years ago, I was in employment in 
a financial services company at the time when 
global mortgage meltdown came calling with 
the US as the epicenter.

Shun CIC at 
the moment, 
buy Kenya Re 
for long-term 

THE NSE: Last week, the bourse 
closed at 4,942.28 points, 0.74 per 
cent higher than Thursday. Despite 
the surge, the NSE remains subdued. 

According to research analyst at 
Genghis Capital Evelyne Wanjiku, this 
has been due to a reduction of foreign 
participation. “Rising inflation and 
slow GDP growth have cut the por- 
tion of disposable income that trickles 
into the bourse,” she says. 

For instance, in June, foreign inves- 
tors in KCB had slashed their stakes 
to 831.9 million shares from 1.43 billion 
shares. However, new listings “espe- 
cially, on the GEMs segment where 
Home Afrika is listed could vibrate the 
market,” she notes. 

CIC Insurance: On Thursday last 
week, CIC sustained a bloody nose 
shedding 21.08 per cent to trade at 
Sh8 from Sh10.05. On Friday, it fell 
4.22 per cent further to Sh7.95 per 
share having hit a low of Sh7.65, 
trading 865,000 shares. According 
to Ms Wanjiku, the counter is trading 
ex-bonus. Notably, the insurer issued 
a bonus of one share for every five 
held for the financial year ending De- 
cember 2014. Similarly, it had issued 
ShO.IO dividend. With the counter 
having hit a high of Sh12.20 in the last 
one year from a low of Sh4.20 per 
share, Ms Wanjiku reckons it is now 
trading at fair value. 

Investax Capital boss Ndindi Nyoro 
says, “the price had to go down by 20 
per cent in order to reflect the 20 per 
cent bonus issued. If you had 100,000 
shares before the bonus, your share 
value had gone down by 20 per cent.” 

“Being ex-dividend, CIC counter is 
not a buy, investors should stay away,” 
Mr Nyoro advises. On Monday, CIC 
opened at Sh8 per share. 

Kenya Re: After scoring a high of 
Sh21 per share, Kenya Re has been 
rowing in stormy waters. Last week, 
it went below Sh18, which has been 
its resistance point to trade at Sh17.80 
per share. 

According to Ms Wanjiku, “low 
liquidity has over time led to the 
counter trading at lower multiples.” 
Nevertheless, the firm is on a growth 
trajectory and long-term investors 
can look forward to making gains. 

“With 45 per cent of its business be- 
ing local, Kenya Re is set to make its 
Abidjan, Ivory Coast, branch a fully- 
fledged subsidiary with key focus on 
Francophone markets including Sen- 
egal, Mali, and in North Africa.” 

Although the counter is strong, it 
hardly performs as it should. “This 
is a stock that should be trading at 
around Sh30. However, such a surge 
in price has remained a far dream,” Mr 
Nyoro says. “Nonetheless, it is a coun- 
ter that long-term investors should 
consider.”

l or his love of art, Mwangi 
Muchine chose not to continue 
with tertiary education. Today, a 
look at the wood products in his 
workshop shows that he did not 
make a wrong decision after all. 

After doing his Form Four 
exam, Mr Muchine started draw- 
ing to make money. But he later 
moved into woodwork where he 
sharpened his skills working in 
different workshops. 

In 2003, however, he quit em- 
ployment. “I felt as if my dream 
was being suffocated. I wanted to 
move on,” he told Money. 

But with Shi, 500 seed capital, 
he knew the going would get 
tough. However, he used the 
Shl,500 to pay rent, buy tim- 
ber and the basic tools to make 
his first product — a shoe rack 
- which he sold for Shl50. 

Gradually customers started 
coming in droves. 

“I saved a lot from my con- 
tracts. A third of the money went 
to rent, from the balance, I would 
buy more equipment and save 
the rest,” he noted.

business is low, but according to 
him, he doesn’t make items for 
mere display.

“Big companies make office 
furniture orders and a single 
order can go for as high as 
Sh400,000.” 

At the moment, he has eight 
permanent workers and he in- 
creases the number to between 15 
and 30 during the peak season. 

“As I grew up, I admired the 
transition of timber from wood 
to a valuable good. I was deter- 
mined to use my God given gift 
to create beautiful furniture de- 
signs,” he says. 

If employees are unhappy, 
anxious or stressed, they will not 
perform well, that’s why I bring 
in coaches to motivate them. 

“Any time employees do not 
have peace of mind, their pro- 
ductivity and performance is 



impaired, the bigger picture is 
that the employer suffers loss,” 
he said. 

The good relation with his 
workers, he adds, has seen his 
business flourish. He says that 
most employers fail to get the 
best from their workers because 
they do not pay attention to their 
workers’ emotional needs. On his 
part, Mr Muchine enjoys sharing 
the dining table with his employ- 
ees during breakfast as well as 
evening outings. 

He strives to make his work 
recognised using every oppor- 
tunity including social media 
platforms. 

His favourite customers are 
women whom he says are very 
easy to work with. “Quite often, 
a man would order a chair but a 
woman would want a chair with 
very clear specifications on col- 
our, design and size,” adds the 



father of three boys. 

Every business has its own 
hurdles. His main raw material, 
timber, from hard wood is very 
expensive to source and trans- 
port. 

Nature dream 

According to the entrepreneur, 
children fail to make right career 
choices because their parents de- 
cide for them. 

He says that a child portrays 
what they will become in future 
noting it is important to tap into 
that and nurture the dream. 

In three years, he wants to 
have set up a warehouse in the 
outskirts of Nyeri and open more 
workshops. 

Mwangi is hopeful that the 
rates on loans in banks will be 
reduced to assist him to acquire 
a loan for the expansion of his 
workshop. 



ASK ABOUT INSURANCE » ISAAC NG’ARU 



Despite high premiums, medical cover is changing for the better 



In a recent TV programme, you men- 
tioned about the apparent increase 
in uptake of medical insurance. But 
neither have premiums come down 
nor exclusions and limits been amel- 
iorated. What are insurers doing con- 
cerning these issues?

It is true that the uptake for medi- 
cal expenses insurance has increased 
considerably judging by the exponen- 
tial growth in premiums since 2010 in 
particular. 

According to the Association of 
Kenya Insurers’ industry statistics, in 
2010, medical insurers wrote Sh5.89 bil- 
lion premiums. The figure rose by 26.27 
per cent to Sh8.90 billion in 2011, and 
recorded a phenomenal growth rate 
of 46.82 per cent in 2012 when gross 



written premium was Sh13.07 billion 
making medical cover the second larg- 
est class in the short-term insurances 
category. Last year’s data is being 
compiled, but there are indications that 
there was further growth in this class. 

Despite the growth, challenges in- 
forming the underwriting task persist. 
For a start, it is to be noted that this 
class of insurance has been posting un- 
derwriting losses in all the above men- 
tioned years, especially in 2012 when it 
recorded the heaviest loss among the 
other classes. Insurers face various chal- 
lenges that emanate from the peculiar 
nature of the medical field. 

First, medical care costs, the world 
over, are always on the rise because 
improved technology in all areas of 
medicine. Expenses in research and 
development for better drugs as well as 



continued technological improvements 
add costs that have to be recovered by 
way of higher medical bills. Secondly, 
increase in medical care costs is as- 
sociated with an aging population and 
rising prevalence of lifestyle diseases. 
Ordinarily, the onset of chronic dis- 
eases such as diabetes, hypertension 
and arthritis is more common at an 
advanced age. And, because of chang- 
ing lifestyles, the onset of degenera- 
tive diseases is now being observed 
across nearly all ages. Insurers protect 
themselves by imposing loss limits and 
exclusions or restrictions such as wait- 
ing periods. 

The third challenge relates to the 
technical nature of insurance that re- 
quires there to be a large number of 
similar risk exposure units to facilitate 
a feasible insurance pool. As insur- 



ance operates on the law of averages, 
a type of insurance would be viable 
only if there is large enough number 
of insureds for the law to apply. In this 
respect, the crucial challenge for the 
underwriter is to build critical mass as 
early as possible else his mathematical 
assumptions will be thrown off-balance. 
So long as the uptake of medical insur- 
ance remains low, the possibility of a 
high claims ratio is almost inevitable. 

Moreover, all the above challenges 
pose a difficulty for underwriters as 
they seek to spread their risk through 
reinsurance. Without morbidity rates, 
reinsurance terms can be hard and this 
is a problem with which local medical 
insurance providers have to contend. 

But inspite of the above challenges, 
insurers continue to improve their med- 
ical insurance products because of so- 



cial pressure and the increased uptake. 
The realignment has been ongoing. 

For example, previously excluded life 
threatening diseases, such as HIV/Aids, 
cancer, pre-existing conditions, etc are 
now being covered albeit with various 
waiting periods. Equally, age limits have 
been reviewed to cater for senior citi- 
zens. Individual insurers have set their 
own terms and one has to shop around 
to get a suitable deal. 

Finally, although not quite medical in- 
surance, critical illness insurance, which 
pays a lumpsum on diagnosis of any of 
defined critical illness, is also available 
in our market and should be considered 
alongside medical and personal ac- 
cident cover.
